Flight fight

Two of Europe's leading low-cost airlines are reportedly 
both in negotiations to establish a base at Portugal's 
busiest international airport, Portela, in the prosperous 
capital city of Lisbon (at least in tourism terms), while 
leadingtravel companyThomas Cook has left the 
traditionally popular winter destination of the Algarve 
off its programme for 2010.

Days after Lisbon scooped the 
World Travel Awards’ prestig- 
ious ‘Europe’s Leading City 
Break Destination’ title -for the 
second year running - rival low- 
cost airlines Ryanair and easyJet 
reportedly both want to establish 
Portela as a hub for their opera- 
tions. 

Luton-based airline easyJet 
currently operates 17 routes 
from Lisbon, to destinations in 
the UK, Italy, Spain, Germany, 
France, as well as a domestic 
flight to Funchal, Madeira. How- 
ever, it does not yet have a base 
in Portugal. 

Its Irish counterpart. Dublin- 
born Ryanair, does not operate 
flights to or from Lisbon Airport, 
but has two bases in Portugal, in 
Oporto (Sa Cameiro) and in the 
Algarve (Faro), which was inau- 
gurated this summer. 

Ryanair announced its inten- 
tion to establish a third national 
base in Lisbon during apress con- 
ference held in Oporto last week. 
The airline believes that by next 
summer its goal could be a real- 
ity. It also proposed operating 
from the airport’s ‘Terminal 3’, 
which is currently used for do- 
mestic flights. 

During the press conference 
Ryanair spokesperson Daniel de 
Carvalho said the airline was 
“confident” with the way nego- 
tiations with national airport 
management company ANA 
were developing. The main obsta- 
cles inreaching an agreement with 
ANA regarding operations at 
Lisbon were highlighted as the 
infra- structure ’ s inability to meet 
the airline’s 2 5 -minute turn- 
around time as well as the high 
taxes being charged by Portela. 

“Lisbonis stillmore expensive 
than we would like”, he said. 

Earlier this week, Daniel de 
Carvalho reiterated to The Por- 
tugal News: “We are in talks 
about Lisbon indeed, but [we] 
needto see a) abetterprice linked 
to strong traffic increase and b) 
better operational accommoda- 
tion of ourneeds as is done inFaro 
and Oporto”. 

Meanwhile, the company has 
slashed its routes from Faro for 
the winter season, from the 3 1 
that it operated during the sum- 
mer, to 17. The airline will start 
to phase out flights to destina- 
tions including Madrid as of No- 
vember LL 

Flights will remain active to 
Paris Beauvais, Eindhoven, Lon- 
don Stansted, Dublin, Oporto, 
Bristol, East Midlands, Leeds, 
Edinburg, Liverpool, Glasgow, 
Brussels, Bremen, Frankfurt 
Hahn, Nierderhein, Cork, and to 
London Gatwick, the most re- 
cently-introduced destination. 

“Remember, in aviation noth- 
ing is ever written in stone when 
a strong expansion is taking place. 
So further news for Faro cannot 
be ruled out”, Daniel de Carvalho 
explained. 

Meanwhile, and in an unprec- 
edented move, leading travel 
company Thomas Cook has ex- 
cluded the Algarve from its win- 
ter destinations programme. 

Questioned whether this was 
because of the strong competition 
from low-cost carriers, a spokes- 
person forthe company told The 
Portugal News “It is a combina- 
tion of factors”. 

“The Thomas Cook brand 


won’t be chartering into Faro 
until April, but we have alterna- 
tives for our customers who 
want to travel to that region”, the 
representative explained. 

Destinations like Egypt and 
T urkey , where families can enj oy 
“all-inclusive holidays” at com- 
petitive prices, are seemingly 
providing hefty competition to 
traditional winter sun destina- 
tions such as Portugal and Spain. 
Also, people are “more willing to 
take flights that may be a little 
longer [than standard short-haul] 
but the good weather is guaran- 
teed”. 

The representative was ada- 
mant that the Algarve is still one 
of the company’s most popular 
destinations “from Easter on- 
wards”, but explained that the 
programmes “are reviewed based 
on past figures, and then 
tweaked”. 

Ryanair currently transports 
more than 3.3 million passengers 
to and from the airports of Faro 
and Oporto. Tourism officials in 
both regions have acknowledged 
the Irish low-cost company’s 
role in boosting tourism. 

Despite having inaugurated its 
Faro base just six months ago, 
local authorities, business and 
travel operators have all con- 
firmed they have noticed a differ- 
ence in the number of visitors to 
the city. 

The Regional Algarve Tour- 
ism Board (ERTA) says it has 
registered a growth in hotel occu- 
pation rates and restaurant per- 
formance over recent months, as 
well as in the number of requests 
in city Tourist Information 
points. 

“Faro has benefitted from this 
phenomenon. The new ‘low- 
cosf routes are helping restau- 
rants and hotels in the Algarve ’ s 
‘capital’ in a very determining 
way, every day bringing with 
them lots of people from the Ben- 
elux countries, Belgium, Holland 
and Luxemburg, as well as many 
British, Irish, French and Danish 
passengers”, said Nuno Aires, 
President of the ERTA. 

Faro Mayor Macario Correia 
agreed that there has been a new 
“invasion of tourists”, who ar- 
rive inthe Algarve via ‘low-cosf 
flights. 

“I am now regularly hearing 
various foreign languages spoken 
by passersby outside my office 
window. The city has more peo- 
ple and the hotel and restaurant 
industries are profiting and that 
is good forthe city”, he reflected. 

Data from ANA shows that 
low-cost flights to Faro Airport 
brought some 3 .650 millionpas- 
sengers to the region between 
January and August this year, up 
157,000 from the same period in 
2009. 

The benefits of having a low- 
cost airline based in the capital 
have also been recognised by the 
Lisbon Tourism Association 
(ATL). 

It has recently emerged that 
easyJet may also have its sights 
set on the Portuguese capital af- 
ter it was reported that the com- 
pany had shortlisted Lisbon as a 
new European base. The news 
first broke in May this year, 
when it was announced Lisbon 
had been picked out from an ini- 
tial line up of some 7 0 candidates. 
Then last week, on September 


JO***, financial newspaper D/dno 
Economico claimed easyJet ’s 
installation at Portela would be 
officially confirmed within the 
next three weeks. 

Lisbon is reportedly compet- 
ing with Barcelona, Amsterdam 
and Copenhagen, and whichever 
destination it elects as its hub will 
be ‘home’ to an initial three air- 
craft, which should gradually in- 
crease to seven. 

Earlier this year a spokesper- 
son for the company dismissed 
the reports, telling Portuguese 
newspaper Publico they were 
“rumours” and there were “no 
comments” to be made. 

Speaking to The Portugal 
News on Thursday morning this 
week, a spokesperson for 
easyJet’ s European operations 
said: “We cannot make com- 
ments on rumours or speculation 
(...), but we are constantly in 
negotiations [with airports]”. 

Maintaining the mystery, she 
said: “If anything happens we 
will make an announcement in 
due time via the regular channels” . 

ANA Airports of Portugal 
declined to comment on the sub- 
ject, despite sources from ANA 
being quoted in national newspa- 
pers as affirming “negotiations 
are ongoing”. 

easyJet is responsible for 
transporting the second largest 
amount of passengers to and 
from Lisbon and its investment 
in Portela was calculated by 
Didrio Economico as being 
worth around €1 .2 billion to the 
capital, over the next six years. 

Despite the ongoing economic 
crisis that has taken its toll on the 
travel industry all over the world, 
air traffic in Portuguese airports 
grew by 10.4 percent in August 
this year, in comparison to Au- 
gust 2009, with Oporto register- 
ing the most significant surge in 
figures. 

Overall, according to ANA, 
between January and August this 
year, in comparison to the same 


period of 2009, commercial pas- 
sengers being processed by na- 
tional airports grew by 6.6 per- 
cent. 

In apress statement published 
this week by ANA - Airports of 
Portugal said that the improve- 
ment on last year’ s performance 
“confirms the good efforts being 
made by national airports, which 
have been noticeable since May”. 

Air traffic to and from 
Oporto’s Sa Cameiro Airport 
rose by 24. 1 percent in August 
this summer, in comparison to 
the same month of 2009, and set 
a record when for the first time it 
broke the ‘600,000 passengers 
per month’ barrier. 

In August this year a total of 
622,129 passengers travelled 
through S a Cameiro. 

Growth at Faro Airport that 
month was estimated to have 
been of around 10.5 percent, 
while Lisbon registered an in- 
crease of 7.1 percent on last 
year’s August figures. 

August this year was in fact 
also a record-breaking month for 
Lisbon’ s Portela Airport, which 
registered significant improve- 
ments in the number of passen- 
gers and revenue from retail out- 
lets within the infrastmcture, 
breaking two previous perform- 
ance records in both areas. 
Figures from August 2010 
smashed the previously estab- 
lished record forthe ‘number of 
passengers processed in one 
month’, which had been set in 
August 2008, having this year 
registered 1,602, 193 people ar- 
riving or departing from the air- 
port, 87,000 more passengers 
than two years earlier. 
A previous record for the number 
of passengers processed in one 
day was also broken when on 
August 1st 20 10, 57,885 travel- 
lers passed through Lisbon Air- 
port in 24 hours. 

In conclusion, 20 1 0 is, so far, 
the best year ever for Lisbon 
Airport. 
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IMF forecasts 2011 recession » 



Portugal hopeful next week’s UN 
vote will bring Seeurity Couneil seat 

Portugal is "moderately optimistic" it will be elected to a non-permanent Security Council seat at 
the UN next week, despite stiff competition from Germany and Canada, Foreign Minister Luis 
Amado said Wednesday. 


Shortly after noon on Wednesday afternoon the 
International Monetary Fund (IMF) announced thatthe 
Portuguese economy is to stagnate next year. However, 
by mid-afternoon, the situation had deteriorated 
significantly with the IMFsayingtheir earlier projections 
had not included the adverse affects the government's 
austerity measures would have on economic growth. 


“We know we’re up against 
two states from another league”, 
Minister Amado said, noting that 
bothBerlin and Ottawa had “dou- 
ble the representations” world- 
wide as Lisbon. 

“But we have our arguments. 
We’ve used our arguments, and 
we ’re not defeated at the outset”, 
he said. 

“I’m moderately optimistie”, 
he added, saying diplomatie eon- 


taets left him hopeful that “up to 
the last minute” Portugal eould 
be eleeted for a rotating, two-year 
Seeurity Couneil seat for the 
201 1-2012 term. 

The vote takes plaee in New 
York next Tuesday. 

Shortly before going to press, 
Cuba expressed its support for 
Portugal’s UN Seeurity Couneil 
bid as Lisbon eontinued its eam- 
paign for a seat with a New Y ork 


exhibit on Portuguese eontribu- 
tions to peaeekeeping worldwide. 

Havana’ s junior foreign min- 
ister, Dagoberto Rodriquez, held 
talks with F oreign Minister Luis 
Amado in Lisbon, later saying 
the Portuguese bid had “great 
merit”, wishing the initiative 
“suecess”. 

“Portugal eould make an im- 
portant eontribution to the work 
of the UN as part of the (Seeu- 


rity) Couneil”, Rodriguez told 
reporters after meeting with 
Amado. 

On Tuesday, State Seeretary 
for Foreign Affairs Joao Gomes 
Cravinho inaugurated an exhibit 
in the lobby of the UN headquar- 
ter s in New Y ork, featuring Por- 
tugal’ s partieipation over the 
years in 28 UN peaeekeeping 
missions. 

“Those who eome to the ex- 
hibition will not see an explieit 
argument, but will understand 
that this is one more solid rea- 
son to vote for Portugal” next 
Tuesday, Gomes Cravinho told 
Lusa. 

“We’re gatheringvery substan- 
tial support” forthe eouneilbid, he 
said of the raee against Germany 
and Canada. 

The exhibit ofphotographs and 
graphs illustrates Lisbon’s past 
and eurrent deployment of a total 
of about 1 0,000 poliee and troops 
forUN peacekeeping andhumani- 
tarianmissions-ranginglfomAf- 
ghanistanandEastTimorto Leba- 
non, Bosnia, Haiti and Angola. 

“The message I have brought 
here today is that the UN knows 
it can continue to count on Por- 
tugal in the future”. Gomes 
Cravinho said on the sidelines of 
the exhibit’s opening. 

He said every instance of Por- 
tuguese UN peacekeeping had 
demonstrated “an enormous ca- 
pacity for interaction” with lo- 
cal populations. TPN/Lusa 


Budget consolidation will 
push the Portuguese economy 
towards recession in 201 1, the 
IMF said this week. 

Jorg Decressin, an economist 
with the Fund told reporters in 
W ashington that the Portuguese 
economy should contract by 1 .4 
percent next year. Only Greece 
will record worse economic re- 
sults in 201 1 , the IMF predicts. 

Inits 23 8-page WorldEconomic 
Outlook unveiled on Wednesday 
by the Fund’s chief economist 
Olivier Blanchard, the IMF ex- 
pects Portugal to record negative 
growth once more, blaming the 
measures to contain to the coun- 
try’s spiralling budget deficit. 

Despite announcing a host of 
cutbacks for 20 1 1 , Prime Minis- 
ter Jose Socrates and his cabinet 
are anticipating growth of 0.5 
percent for next year. 

The IMF, while still predict- 
ing gloom for Greece, says Ire- 
land and Spain will recover in 
2011, withrespective growth fig- 
ures of 2.3 and 0.7 percent. 

Greece will have recovered 
from its near economic disaster 
by 20 1 5, with a growth figure of 
2.7 percent, more than double 
that anticipated for Portugal for 
that year. 

Last week, Portuguese were 
told that belt-tightening meas- 
ures enforced to date by the Gov- 
ernment had been inadequate in 
reducing the country’ s burgeon- 
ing budget deficit. 

As a result, taxpayers were 
asked to make further sacrifices 
as the minority Socialist cabinet 
seeks to stop the deficit reaching 
double figures. 

With the economy expected to 
report negative growth in 20 1 1 , 
the imminent threat of industrial 
action to contest the govern- 
ment’s austerity measures is set 
to cause further disruption to 
Portugal’s economic recovery. 

Moderate trade unions have 


already pledged to urge workers 
to lay down their tools in a bid to 
have the government re-thi nk the 
proposals contained in the 2011 
state budget. 

In a simple three-page docu- 
ment, the Finance Ministry an- 
nounced to the country last week 
that taxpayers from all walks of 
life would be asked to sacrifice in 
order to assist in Portugal’s eco- 
nomic resuscitation. 

Amongst measures contained 
in the proposed budget are that 
VAT will be pushed up from 
2 1 % to 23 %, though this increase 
will only come into force next 
year. 

With Portugal’ s budget deficit 
bordering on the 10 percent mark 
at the beginning of the year, Mr. 
Socrates undertookto reduce this 
figure to 7.3 percent by the end 
of 2010 and cut it down to 4.6 
percent by the end of next year. 

Despite the increase in VAT, 
its impact on the GDP will be lim- 
ited, allowingforacutof only 0.6 
percent. 

According to the F inance Min- 
istry’ s calculations, spending 
will be reduced to the tune of 
€3 .42 billion in 20 1 1 , while rev- 
enue obtained from the VAT in- 
crease and an in-depth revision of 
tax benefits will generate around 
€1.7 billion. 

Spending cuts affecting civil 
servants, which many private 
enterprises will now feel justified 
to imitate, will see wage freezes 
for all workers earning under 
€1,500 month. 

High earning civil servants, 
including the Prime Minister, 
will be forced to take pay cuts 
from 3.5 percent for those who 
are paid between €1,500 and 
€2,000, while politicians and 
state-employed directors will see 
their wages progressively de- 
crease until they are earning 10 
percent less than they do cur- 
rently. 
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Louie courts close controversial quarry 




Residents from Cerro do Leiria were this 
weekcelebrating a ruling from Louie's 
Administrative and Fiscal Tribunal that 
ordered a controversial stone excavation 
quarry, licensed byTaviraTown Hall, to 
immediately cease operations. 


In February this year resi- 
dents of Santa Catarina da F onte 
do Bispo, foreign and Portu- 
guese, instigated action against 
the quarry that is located less than 
one kilometre from a popular 
bowling club. 

The quarry is also on the door- 
step of several countryside vil- 
las, which in some cases literally 
overlook the unattractive site. 
Operations were given the green 
light in 2009 by Tavira Town 
Hall, then under the presidency 
of current Faro Mayor, Macario 
Correia. 

The quarry is also situated on 
REN (National Ecological Re- 
serve)-classified land, beneath 
which is believed to flow the Al- 
garve ’ s only aquifer. 

A protest group, PROBAAL, 
was set up by the residents to 
organise several forms of action 
to try and stop the quarry’s ac- 
tivities. This included protests 


outside the T own Hall in T avira. 

In what has been dubbed a 
‘Davidvs Goliath case’, after al- 
most nine months of action the 
residents have been victorious in 
their mission. 

Following several official vis- 
its to the site, including one by the 
police, an injunction was granted 
last month. 

Commenting on the outcome, 
a local resident said “We fully 
expected the court to rule in fa- 
vour of the Town Hall. It was a 
pleasant surprise to be proved 
wrong”. 

“Thisjustgoesto show that the 
Portuguese legal system does 
work and big businesses, local 
authorities and government agen- 
cies cannot just steam roller ac- 
tivities ignoring the impact on 
people’s quality of life, or the 
impact on sensitive environmen- 
tal areas. 

“It greatly benefits Portugal’s 


President still silent on bid 
for re-election 

President Cavaco Silva has excused himself from 
confirming whether he will seek a second term in 
Portugal's 201 1 presidential election, and added that 
the issue is "not a taboo". 


“As everyone knows, my 
term ends on March 9, 2011. 
There’s still some time to go”, 
Cavaco Silva told the press at 
Belem Palace earlier this week 
during an event celebrating the 
1 00th anniversary of the Repub- 
lican regime. 

Cavaco Silva is widely ex- 
pected to run for a second five- 
yearterminthe early201 1 elec- 
tion, but hasn’t declared yet. 

Asked by reporters whether 
he would be “breaking the ta- 
boo” soon, Cavaco Silvamerely 
replied: “No taboos.” 

‘Taboo’ is a reference to 


popular mid-1990s political 
parlance; Cavaco Silva was 
then the outgoing prime minis- 
ter and for a period of months 
would not comment on specu- 
lation that he ’ d be running in the 
1996 presidential election (he 
eventually did run, losing to 
eventual winner Jorge 
Sampaio). 

F our candidates have already 
declared for the 20 1 1 election: 
Socialists Manuel Alegre and 
Defensor de Moura, Commu- 
nist Francisco Lopes and inde- 
pendent Fernando Nobre.

A parliamentary debate will be 
held on October 28 and 29, and 
MPs will vote on the 29th. If the 
proposal is passed, parliament 
will then further review the 
budget proposal in specialised 
committees. 


The 2011 budget proposal in- 
cludes a round of controversial 
austerity measures. The minor- 
ity Socialist government will 
need opposition parties to sup- 
port the proposal or abstain for 
the budget to be passed.

Official celebrations were held 
nationwide on Tuesday as the country 
commemorated the 100th anniversary 
of the Portuguese Republic. The 
milestone was marked by a number of 
special events, includingtheopeningof 
1 00 new or refurbished schools as a 
"tribute to one of the greatest 
Republican ideals". 


P resident Cavaco Silva 
and Prime Minister Jose 
Socrates both took part 
in school opening 
ceremonies. 

The advancement and democ- 
ratisation of education is widely 
considered to be one of the Re- 
publican revolution’s major tri- 
umphs. 

Official celebrations of the 
Portuguese republic’s 100th an- 
niversary kicked off with an 
open-air ball at Lisbon’s down- 
town Alameda D. Afonso 
Henriques on Monday night, the 
eve of the 1910 revolution that 
forced King Manuel II into exile 
in Britain. 

President Cavaco Silva and 
Prime Minister Socrates also ad- 
dressed the nation on Tuesday 
morning from the balcony of Lis- 
bon’ s City Hall from where revo- 
lutionaries proclaimed the repub- 
lican regime a century ago, with 
the highlight being the hoisting of 
the national flag by the President 
which attracted loud applause 
from a crowd numbering thou- 
sands. 

The October 5 national holi- 
day celebrates the 1 9 1 0 revolu- 
tion that ended over 750 years of 
monarchy with the King moving 
to West London, living on Lisbon 
Street in Twicke nh am. 

According to a British biogra- 
pher of the last king, Manuel II 
died in 1 932 in the British capital 


resigned to the fact that the Por- 
tuguese monarchy was “con- 
demned”. 

The celebrations included a 
plethora of events throughout 
the country, amongst which were 
concerts by two hundred brass 
bands who played the national 
anthem simultaneously. 

Most events took place in Lis- 
bon, where major public office 
holders made speeches and anew 
scientific investigation in s titution 
- the Champalimaud Research 
Centre - was opened. 

President of the Celebrations 
Committee Artur Santos Silva 
told Lusa News Agency that it 
was “essential” that major politi- 
cal forces reach an agreement on 
the current budgetary crisis, add- 
ing it would be “tragic” if Portu- 
gal “failed to fulfill its interna- 
tional commitments”; he added, 
however, that “it makes no 
sense” to compare Portugal’s 
current troubles to the 1 9 1 0 tur- 
moil. 

The pretender to the Portu- 
guese throne, Dom Duarte Pio 
told Lusa he considered the € 1 0 
million being spent on the cel- 
ebrations as “excessive” at atime 
of economic crisis and austerity. 

The 65-year-old Duke of 
Braganpa said that at a time of 
“great crisis” for the country the 
festivities delivered amessage of 
“turbulence”, as if “revolution is 
the solution to problems”. 


In comments to Lusa, former 
President Jorge Sampaio under- 
lined the “extremely positive 
developments” brought by the 
institution of a republican form 
of government over the past cen- 
tury. 

Mr. Sampaio cautioned, how- 
ever, against what he called the 
“growing divide between deci- 
sion-makers and citizens” and 
“the little participation” of the 
Portuguese in the country’s “po- 
litical and democratic life”.

Police have arrested two men 
and identified nine patrons after 
eatehing them red-handedpartiei- 
pating in a horse-raeing betting 
set-up being held in abar in Alvor. 

The arrests took plaee last 
week and were the result of an 
eight-month investigation by 
Portimao’s Criminal Investiga- 
tion unit. 

GNRpoliee eonflrmedthe in- 
eident on their website and iden- 
tified the arrested individuals as 
a 46-year-old, said to be the man- 
ager of the bar, and a 45-year-old 
who is believed to be responsi- 
ble for organising the betting ses- 
sions. 

One of the two suspeets re- 
ceived money from gamblers as 
the raees were shown on two TV 
sereens inside the venue. 

A GNR source explained “The 
elientsplaeedbets on horses that 
were partieipating in a race and, 
depending only on luck, would 
win the bet if the horse won the 
raee, otherwise they would lose”. 

Nine patrons of various na- 
tionalities were indentilled in the 
operation, whieh also saw two 
TV sereens being seized by po- 
liee, along with€ 1 50 in eash, doz- 
ens of betting eards, and a poster 
listing the raees. 

Locals suggest the establish- 
ment involved in the set-up is a 
well-known, very popular Irish 
bar, though at the time of going to 
press The Portugal News was 
not able to confirm the 
information.

“We are determined to stop 
benefit thieves stealing from the 
British taxpayer. We are re- 
forming the benefits system to 
make it less open to abuse and 
extending our reach further 
across Europe.” 

Fraud abroad involves a 
range of scams such as people 
on means-tested benefits leav- 
ing the UK but failing to declare 
their absence, and individuals 
working while claiming sick- 
ness benefits.

Astudy by national consumer rights 
watchdog DECO has shown that most 
establishments authorised to carry out 
voluntary abortions do not offer the option 
for patientsto receive psychological 
support despite its accessibility being a 
legal requirement. 


DECO ’ s findings were eontra- 
dicted by Dr. Luis Grapa, Diree- 
tor of the Santa Maria Hospital’ s 
Gynaeeology and Obstetries De- 
partment, who said “all serviees 
have social assistants available to 
give support”. 

Around half of the women in- 
terviewed to compose the study 
said they had not been informed 
of the possibility to have psy- 
chologicalhelp, andconfessedto 
feeling that at some point they 
needed to talk to a professional. 

Dr. Luis Grapa said the results 
contradict what happens in real- 
ity. In the doctor’s opinion, all 
services offer patients the pos- 
sibility of receiving counselling. 

“It is offered on the first con- 
sultation” he explained, adding 
that it is the woman’ s prerogative 
whether she takes it or not. 

“In fact, most don’t want it 
[help]”, he said, claimingpatients 
preferred to involve as fewer 
professionals as possible in their 
procedures. 

The study was conducted in 
Portugal, Spain, and Italy, be- 
tween October 2009 and March 
2010. 

Three hundred and forty-eight 
answers were obtained, 35 of 
which were from Portuguese 
women, a statistic that Dr. Luis 
Grapa believes does not have 
“even the smallest representa- 
tion”. 

According to the study 
women who look to have a vol- 
untary abortion should be made 
to have a three-day ‘reflection’ 
period, which is compulsory by 
law, though one in every ten of 
the Portuguese respondents said 
they were not subj ected to the 72- 
hour reflective period. 


Eight in ten of all voluntary 
abortions carried out via the Na- 
tional Health Service (SNS) are 
performed using medication, 
which Dr. Grapa claims “re- 
solves 98 percent of the situa- 
tions”. He added that the method 
applied is always the one consid- 
ered most appropriate. 

In private clinics the majority 
ofwomen were submittedto sur- 
gical suction. 

Three years ago Portuguese 
law was controversially changed 
to allow voluntary abortions to 
be carried out in specific special- 
ised clinics as well as via the SNS 
up to 10 week’s of gestation. 

Dr. Luis Grapa said the out- 
come has been positive, as the 
change “drastically lowered the 
number of deaths caused by 
abortions”. 

In a related story, it was re- 
vealed in the summer by the asso- 
ciation of national pharmacies that 
sales of the morning after pill in 
Portugal reported a sharp decline. 

According to their figures, 
52,355 fewer boxes of the pill 
were ordered between June 2009 
and May 2010, 23 .9 percent less, 
than during the same period of the 
previous year. 

The consumption of the emer- 
gency contraceptionpill has been 
on a gradual decline since 2007, 
but it has dropped dramatically 
in the past 12 months. 

From 2007 to 2008 sales 
dropped by 8.5 percent, which 
means the demand for emer- 
gency contraception has fallen 
since the new abortion laws were 
introduced in July 2007. 

The so-called ‘morning after’ 
pill has been on sale in Portugal 
for 1 0 years. During its first year

on the shelves some 50,000 boxes 
were purchased. 

And consumption steadily 
rose to peak at 250,000 units a 
year, in 2006. 

F ollowing the approval of the 
voluntary pregnancy termina- 
tion (IVG) law, which was imple- 
mented on July 15th, 2007, a re- 
versal of the trend in consump- 
tion of emergency contraception 
began to show. Thistum-around 
has picked up pace until 2008, 
when the first documented drop 
in sales was registered. 

Miguel Oliveira e Silva, obste- 
trician and professor of ethics, de- 
scribes the gradual decline in 
morning after pill sales as “Sig- 
nificant, and means that people 
are enjoying a more responsible 
sex-life”. 

“It is a positive drop”, he con- 
tinued, adding “unless the reduc- 
tion of morning after pill con- 
sumption translates into arise in 
the number of abortions carried 
out up until ten weeks of gesta- 
tion; in that case the situation has 
worsened. 

“W e need more time to evalu- 
ate and study [the situation]”, he 
concluded. 

In 2009, 19,572 voluntary 
abortions were carried out, 16.2 
percent more than in 2008 (when 
1 6,839 terminations were carried 
out), ayearthat also registered a 
rise in relation to the second quar- 
ter of 2007, after the introduction 
of the new law. 
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First national campaign to fight depression

An unprecedented national 
campaign dedicated to combat 
depression was launched lastFri- 
day, October P‘, on what was 
European Depression Day, and 
aims to raise awareness regarding 
the disease, which kills 1,200 
people in Portugal every year. 

The campaign aims to unveil 
the “emotional and physical di- 
mensions” of a disease that every 
year in this country kills over one 
thousand sufferers. 

Under the banner “Depres- 
sion hurts. But it can stop hurt- 
ing”, the campaign was created by 
pharmaceutical company Lilly 
and has the support of the Por- 
tuguese Society for Psychiatry 
and Mental Health. 

Its objective is to address de- 
pression “from an integrated per- 
spective, to inform, clarify and 
demystify many doubts that still 
exist and change attitudes to- 
wards a disease that has a physi- 
cal and an emotional dimension”. 

The campaign will be pro- 
moted via TV, radio, the Press, 
online, on billboards in pharma- 
cies and health centres and a mo- 
bile unit will travel throughout 
various cities until December. 

This mobile unit will offer the 
possibility to anyone interested 
in learning more about depres- 
sion to understand, via interactive 
information, exactly what it is, 
how it manifests, and what the 
symptoms are. 

Pharmaceutical and economy 
expert Jorge Felix also revealed 
that the economic consequences 
of depression in Portugal are 
“enormous”, estimating to cost 
Europe some €118 million per 
year. 


Speaking to Lusa News 
Agency, Jorge Eelix said “depres- 
sion is the main risk factor for sui- 
cide”, and that its social and eco- 
nomic consequences are “enor- 
mous”. 

Data passed on to Lusa from 
IMS Health Consultants indicate 
that, between September 2009 
and August 2010 some 6.885 
million boxes of anti-depressant 
medication and mood stabilisers 
were sold in Portugal (four per- 
cent more than the year before). 
Einancially this costs the nation 
around €1 17.1 million. 

Until August 2009 there had 
been a nine percent drop in the 
amount being spent on such medi- 
cation, in comparison to the year 
before. 

A pioneering study carried out 
in Portugal in 1 992 revealed that 
depression was costing Portu- 
guese society around €1 .227 bil- 
lion. Of this, 80 percent was as- 
sociated to ‘indirect’ costs (loss 
of production through tempo- 
rary incapability), and 17 per- 
cent to direct costs (healthcare 
consumption). 

Costs associated with sui- 
cides causedby depression were 
estimated to be around three per- 
cent of the overall total. 

A recent pilot study into the 
state of Portugal’ s mental health 
revealed that one in five citizens 
suffer from some form of psychi- 
atric problem, a higher incidence 
than any of the other six EU coun- 
tries that participated in the 
project. 

This has made Portugal com- 
parable with the USA, the coun- 
try with the highest prevalence 
of psychiatric problems in the 


world, said the Coordinator for 
national Mental Health, Caldas 
de Almeida. Eindings in the study 
showed that young women, 
youths and lonely people are 
more affected by mental issues. 

“Portugal has a pattern that is 
atypical in European terms”, 
Caldas de Almeida said, referring 
to the findings of the study that 
were made public this week at 
Uni versidade Nova’ s Eaculty of 
Medical Science, Lisbon. 

Of the 3,849 people involved 
in the study, 22.9 showed symp- 
toms that placed them within the 
category of having a mental issue. 
This result is close to the USA’ s 
26.3 percent. 

In Spain 9.2 percent of the 
population suffer a mental prob- 
lem, as do 8.2 percent in Italy. 
And Portugal’ s incidence is well 
above that of other countries with 
high rates, such as Prance (18.4 
percent) and Holland (14.8 per- 
cent). 

At the top of the psychiatric 
problems list is anxiety (16.5 per- 
cent), depression issues (7.9 per- 
cent), problems in managing 
compulsive behaviour (3.5 per- 
cent), and alcohol-related prob- 
lems (1.6 percent). 

These issues were found to 
mostly affect women aged be- 
tween 1 8 and 24, as well as peo- 
ple who are lonely (separated, 
widowed or divorced), and peo- 
ple with low or medium levels of 
literacy. 

More worryingly, it was con- 
cluded that the vast majority of 
people with a mental illness do 
not have access to medical care, 
with 33.6 percent of sufferers re- 
ceiving no treatment.

For the first time ever, the re- 
mittanees (money earned 
abroad) by Portuguese emigrants 
in Afriean Portuguese-speaking 
countries were larger than the re- 
mittances of Portugal-based Af- 
rican immigrants, according to 
Bank of Portugal figures for 2009 
released earlier this week. 

The major evolution occurred 
in remittances from Portuguese 
workers living in Angola, BoP 
figures show. 

According to the aggregate fig- 
ures, including data for the five 
Portuguese-speaking African na- 
tions and East T imor, Portuguese 
emigrants sent home 109.1 mil- 
lion in 2009, while African or 
Timorese immigrants sent €42 
million. 

The net difference of €67.1 
million results from an enormous 
growth in remittances coming 
from Angola, as well as a decrease 
in outflows from African immi- 
grants.

Taxation of pensions in Portugal 

Part n° 1- Civil Service Pensions - An Overviewby Dennis Swing Greene 


This is the 1 st of a 5-part se- 
ries on assessment of Private, So- 
cial Security and Public Pensions 
in Portugal 

When it comes to taxing pen- 
sions, it is useful to dispel the 
myths and establish a few of the 
basics regarding Portuguese taxa- 
tion and the obligations of the F or- 
eign Resident in Portugal. 

Let us begin with what should 
be obvious from the start: where 


taxes are due is a matter of Law, 
not of personal preference. Some 
may feel morally justified be- 
cause tax is withheld at source in 
their home jurisdiction, even 
though they now live in Portugal. 
Unfortunately, fiscal require- 
ments under internationally 
agreed procedures paint a very 
different picture. 

It is the relevant Double T axa- 
tion Convention that supercedes 


domestic law that will determine 
which jurisdiction is entitled to 
assess each type of pension that 
you receive. 

Civil Service Pensions 

Civil Service or Government 
Pensions - not to be confused 
with what the British often call 
“State Pensions” which are, in 
fact, from Social Security and not 
government service - are solely 
taxable in the country of origin in 


most cases (although Germany is 
a notable exception to this rule). 
However, although not taxed in 
Portugal, these pensions may 
need to be reported both for rea- 
sons of transparency as well as 
determination of the overall tax 
rate. 

In accordance with the cus- 
tomary rules of Double Taxation 
Conventions, most tax authori- 
ties retain the exclusive right to 
assess pensions from national, 
regional or local government at 
source and not in the country of 
Residence. 

Distinguishing between 
Sources 

Being sure yours is a govern- 
ment pension or not may not al- 
ways be as easy as you might 
think. While police, military or 
foreign service pensions leave 
little leeway for doubt, the situ- 
ation for teachers and health 
workers, for example, can be 
ambiguous. You may have 
worked for an agency that 
changed its status over the 
years. For example, “NHS” (Na- 
tional Health Service) in the UK 
was a government entity for 
many years until the pension 
fund was separated into a Pen- 
sion Trust. This change had the 
net effect of reclassifying the 
nature of the Fund from public 
to private. However not all 
workers were transferred into 
the new scheme and 1 5-20% of 
NHS pensioners today are still 
paid by local Councils and retain 
the Government pension status. 
No wonder it’s never easy! 

Because there are so many 
permutations in the interna- 
tional arena, F inanpas usually in- 
sists on a declaration from the 
local tax authority to clarify any 
doubts. To avoid potential con- 
fusion, it is always sensible to 
request a Declaration in writing 
either from the Pension Provider 
or the local Revenue to be certain 
of the classification of your 
pension.

Unemployment rate drops 0.1 pp to 
10.7% 

Portugal’s unemployment rate dropped 0.1 percentage points 
(pp) to 10.7% in August, Eurostat reported. The European Com- 
mission’s statistics agency had recently revised its unemployment 
rate for Portugal in May and June to 1 1 %, a record high. In August 
2009, the rate stood at 10.2%. The EU27 average unemployment 
rate is 9.6%; the Eurogroup average is 10.1%. According to Eurostat, 
the highest unemployment rates in the Union in August were Spain’s 
(20.3%), Slovakia’s ( 1 4.6%) and Ireland’ s ( 1 3.9%). 

Cimpor acquires controlling stake in 
CINAC cement company 

Portugal’s Cimpor reached an agreement to purchase 51% of 
Mozambican cement company Cimentos de Nacala (CINAC) from 
Brazil’s Camargo Correa, Cimpor reported to the Portuguese mar- 
ket regulator CMVM. According to Cimpor’ s message to CMVM, 
the estimated price of the purchase is $6 million (€4.36 million). 
The purchase will be final once the Mozambican regulators are no- 
tified. Cimpor is Portugal’s largest cement group. CINAC, based in 
the northeastern province of Nacala, has a production capacity for 
350,000 tons of cement per year. 

Portugal's Martifer completes Africa's 
'largest' solar power farm 

Cape Verdean Prime Minister Jose Maria Neves inaugurated a 
solar power farm that Portuguese builder Martifer Solar described 
as Africa’s biggest. The 9.75 hectare photovoltaic plant on Sal Is- 
land will generate 2.5 megawatts and could double production by 
20 1 4, the company said. “T o date, it’ s the largest photovoltaic plant 
on the African continent”, Martifer said in a statement sent to Lusa 
in Lisbon. The Portuguese firm is to complete construction of a 
second solar power farm with 5 megawatt capacity on Santiago Is- 
land next month. Once in operation, the two plants will generate 4% 
of the archipelago ’ s electricity output and spare Cape Verde 1 3 ,000 
tons of carbon emissions annually, the company said. 

Portuguese town raises €1mn to set up 
Timor carpentry factory 

An aid campaign in a northern Portuguese town has mobilised 
more than € 1 million in funds and materials to build a second car- 
pentry factory in East Timor, organisers have said. “Dozens” of 
local businesses in Paredes contributed to the initiative, the second 
such effort in two years, led by Mayor Celso Ferreira, organizers 
explained, adding that six containers of equipment and materials had 
already been shipped. The one-day donors ’ conference was attended 
by Timorese President Jose Ramos-Horta, who said that his coun- 
try’s “freedom and sovereignty” was due in good part to Portugal’ s 
“society and diplomacy”. The president underscored Timor’s re- 
cent economic gains, with oil-based, two-digit growth, adding he 
hoped it would encourage Portuguese to invest. He said he was not 
asking for aid money from Paredes, but help in the form of used 
equipment and instructors forprofessional training. A former Por- 
tuguese head of state, Gen. Antonio RamaUio Eanes, representing 
President Anibal Cavaco Silva, told the conference Portugal had a 
“moral and political obligation” to help Timor. 

Amado meets Laos counterpart, seeks 
bolstered ASEAN ties 

Portuguese F oreign Minister Luis Amado held talks last Friday 
with his Laotian counterpart, Thongloun Sisoulith, saying Lisbon 
wanted to strengthen its ties with all members of ASEAN. “We 
want to intensify relations with the whole ASEAN region”, Amado 
said, noting he would visit Malaysia later this month after earlier 
trips to Laos, Indonesia, Vietnam, Cambodia and Singapore. “Our 
objective is to consolidate relations as quickly as possible with one 
of the most dynamic economic regions, which is developing aproc- 
ess of economic integration much inspired by the European Union 
model”, he added. Amado said Lisbon should act quickly to make 
up for time lost in past diplomatic disputes with ASEAN over East 
Timor, once a Portuguese colony that was occupied by Indonesia 
for 24 years until 1 999. Thongloun underlined the good state of bi- 
lateral relations and said Laos wanted to bolster tourism and cul- 
tural ties with Portugal. 

EU land cover and use published for the 
first time 

Forests and other wooded areas occupy almost 40% of the total 
area of the EU, cropland nearly a quarter and grassland a further 
fifth, while built-up and other artificial areas, such as roads and rail- 
ways, account for 4%. Regarding socio-economic use, over 40% of 
the land in the EU is used for agriculture and almost 30% for for- 
estry. The use of land for residential, commercial and industrial 
purposes accounts for just over 1 0% of the total area of the EU. 

Kinshasa open to signing investment 
protection accord 

The Democratic Republic of Congo wants to strengthenrelations 
with Portugal and is ready to ink an accord on the protection of in- 
vestments, Kinshasa’s foreign minister said in Lisbon. Alexis 
Thambwe Mwamba told Lusa he had discussed the issues with his 
Portuguese counterpart and invited Luis Amado to visit D.R. Congo. 
He noted Portuguese businesses had played an “extremely impor- 
tant role” in his country in the past and currently had “important 
investments” there, adding that further investment would be wel- 
comed. Questioned by Lusa, Mwamba declined to comment on a 
draft report by the UN High Commission for Human Rights on al- 
leged abuses by Angolan troops during the civil war in D .R. Congo . 
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EC requests Portugal to 
ensure proper application 
of EU rules for 
investment funds 

The European Commission has decided to request 
Portugal to comply with its obligations to apply all the 
provisions of the Undertakingsfor Collective 
Investment in Transferable Securities Directive 
(UCITS Directive). 

In particular, the Commis- 
sion will request Portugal to 
ensure that UCITS fund man- 
agers eomply with the restric- 
tions laid down by the Direc- 
tive on assets in which they 
may invest. 

The aim of this Direetive is 
to provide a eommon frame- 
work for the funetioning of 
UCITS funds within Member 
States. The laek of proper im- 
plementation of this Directive 


risks distorting eompetition 
in the retail investment fund 
market. 

The Commission’ s request 
to Portugal takes the form of a 
reasoned opinion, the second 
stage of an infringement pro- 
cedure. If national authorities 
do not reply satisfactorily 
within two months, the 
Commission may refer the 
matter to the Court of Justice 
for the EU. 


Car sales up 37.4% 
so far this year 


New vehiele sales (passen- 
ger, eommereial and heavy) have 
risen by an accumulated 37.4% 
during the first nine months of 
the year, having increased by 
12.4% in September, aeeording 
to figures released this week by 
the Portuguese Automobile 
Assoeiation (ACAP). 

A total of 13,915 passenger 
vehicles were sold in Septem- 
ber, 15.1% up from the same 


period 12 months before. 
However, the accumulated in- 
erease for the first nine months 
of the year, when eompared 
with 2009, rose 43%, whieh 
eorresponds to 161,388 ears. 

ACAP says that while these 
latest eomparative figures 
make for pleasant reading, it 
should be borne in mind that 
new car sales were ‘ ‘the lowest for 
22 years”.

A scam that dupes 
unsuspecting dog 
lovers into parting 
with hundreds if 
not thousands of 
dollars disguised as ‘shipping 
costs’ for pedigree puppies 
needing new homes is believed to 
be operating in Portugal and has 
been exposed as a well-used sting 
thoughtto originate IfomNigeria. 

Adverts placed in various 
newspapers in Portugal, includ- 
ing The Portugal N ews, claim to 
offer two American Kennel Club 
(AKC)-registered bulldog pup- 
pies “free” to a “good home”. 

Upon further investigation, 
The Portugal News can reveal 
that the apparent harmless ad- 
verts have proven in many in- 
stances to in fact be the first step 
of an elaborate ‘advanced-fee 
payment’ con that over the years 
has emerged in many different 
versions. 

And while, as far as The Por- 
tugal News is aware, no readers 
have actually made a transfer as a 
result of the advert, concerns 
were credible enough for the situ- 
ation to be investigated and the 
advert removed. 

It was brought to The Portu- 
gal News’ attention by a worried 
reader who replied to a classified 
advert announcing: ‘Two English 
Bulldogs (Male and F emale) need 
re-homing to a good pet caring 
family (for free)’. 

After sending an email to the 
address supplied on the advert 
the reader received a lengthy an- 
swer in broken English that 
started: “Thanks for your re- 
sponse and interest (...). My 
adorable English bulldogs (pup- 
pies) are still very much available 
for adoption (. . .). They are both 
AKC registered and shots are 
given up to date”. 


The owner claims to be a Rev- 
erend on amissionary trip with his 
family, “my wife and three kids”, 
as well as the puppies, andblames 
the “very bad weather” in West 
Africa as the main reason for the 
dogs’ needing anew home abroad. 

“We’re spending months for 
the Christian mission [sic] and I 
don’t want to see them [the pup- 
pies] die in this bad weather”, it 
elaborated. 

The email goes on to confirm: 
“We are not charging or selling 
them to you”, but then reveals 
“you and I will be paying for the 
shipment (...)”. 

It explains: “We are going to 
ship [the puppies] to you via a 
Diplomatic Courier Service 
Company with Express Deliv- 
ery on next day delivery”. 

The email stresses that if the 
person is “really” interested in 
adopting the dogs, then they 
must provide personal details in- 
cluding a full name, mailing ad- 
dress, telephone and mobile 
phone number, and “nearest air- 
port to you”. 

After sending off the details as 
requested, the reader was in- 
formed in a second email that 
shipping of the dogs would cost 
$ 1 ,000, half of which would be 
paidby the dogs’ owner, the other 
half to be paid by the enquirer. 

“I just got back from the ship- 
ping company and they told me 
the shipping of the two puppies 
to your airport will cost $1,000 
and I have deposited $500 imme- 
diately so you are to complete the 
$500”, the email informed. 

This is followed by more de- 
tails on who and where to send 
the money transfer to (the physi- 
cal address being located in Ni- 
geria) accompanied by the sug- 
gestion: “It will be better if you 
can do the transfer at any grocery 
store closest to you, a western 
union money transfer or money 
gram person to person transfer”. 

The emails are signed off ‘Rev. 
Richard’ and indicate ‘Sir Jeff of 
the Diplomatic Courier Service 
Company’ as the person to con- 
tact once the transfer is completed. 

Concerned by the request for 
money to ship the two puppies 
from Nigeria, the reader for- 
warded the emails to The Portu- 
gal News for the situation to be 
investigated. 

“I found it strage that bulldog 
puppies can normally cost be- 
tween €500 and €800 and these 
were being given away for free. It 
makes the shipping amount 
seems nominal, but I wasn’t ex- 
pecting to be charged for ship- 
ping. And the dogs are still so 
small” the reader explained. 

“I was also concerned by the 
pictures that I was sent of the pup- 
pies; they were really small and 
looked likethe imagesyou can take 
off the Internet”, the reader said. 

‘Rev. Richard’ was contacted 
by The Portugal News via a tel- 
ephone number supplied in one 
of the emails . The phone call was 
answered by a man with a distinct 
African accent who claimed the 
puppies were still available. But 
before asking for a name or where 
the caller was located, he gave the 
instruction “But you must go 
now to make a transfer for the 
shipping”. 

Another email sent to The 


Portugal N ews by a source who 
asked to remain anonymous 
warned, “The Portugal News 
and other newsprint is currently 
running an advertisement in its 
animal welfare section for the re- 
housing at no cost of two English 
bulldog puppies, (...), 
this advertisement (...) is pub- 
lished throughout Europe and the 
United States of America”. 

It goes onto stress “scammers, 
posing as missionaries, request 
you pay half the airfreight 
charges from Lagos, Nigeria to 
your nearest airport for the two 
hounds, values vary but within 
the region of $1000 to $2000 is 
requested. Of course once the 
money has been cabled the cor- 
respondence ceases and nothing 
more is heard from the industrial 
complex in Lagos”. 

Google results for the ‘Diplo- 
matic Courier Service Company’ 
show it is a name widely associ- 
ated to scams. 

A link on Welsh website 
wales.co.uk to the InterFraud 
Internet Fraud Advisory Group, 
also warns of The Nigerian Scam 
(or the 419 Advance Fee Fraud), 
which transpires to have a simi- 
lar basis to that of the puppy 
scam in as much as “they prom- 
ise millions but first you have to 
pay...” 

The Nigerian ‘419 Advanced 
Fee Fraud’ is also addressed on 
the American Advisory Serv- 
ice’s website. 

Many of the email addresses 
listed by Interfraud, relating to 
the Nigerian Scam, are createdby 
people addressing themselves as 
‘Doctors’ or ‘Reverends’. 

The Portugal News con- 
tactedthe American Kennel Club 
to establish whether the two bull- 
dog puppies, named ‘Terra’ and 
‘Adora’, were in fact registered 
with the association. 

No answer had been received 
at the time of going to press, but 
a reply from the AKC stressed 
“Y our questions and concerns are 
critical to us. We will respond to 
your question(s) as soon as pos- 
sible”. 

A posting on the AKC’s 
website sheds more light on the 
situation. 

Entitled ‘Don’t get scammed’, 
the posting reads: “The Ameri- 
can Kennel Club® (AKC®) and 
the Council of Better Business 
Bureaus (CBBB) are warning 
consumers about scams targeting 
unsuspecting puppy buyers”. 

“Commonly, the scammer — 
posing as a breeder — will place 
an ad offering free or inexpensive 
puppies. Communicating solely 
through emails, the scammer may 
claim that he/she is affiliated with 
a religious organisationandisbe- 
ing relocated to a foreign country 
and needs to re-home the pup- 
pies”, it continues, going on to 
explain “But then the fees for 
shipping the pet mount up and 
the consumer can lose hundreds 
of dollars before realising they’ve 
been conned and will never get 
their puppy.” 

AKC spokesperson Lisa 
Peterson concluded “This is cer- 
tainly not the only scam to be 
aware of, but it is a common one”.

EU boosts Europe’s defences against cyber-attacks 


CGTP extended an invitation 
to the country’ s other main trade 
confederation, UGT, tojoininthe 
strike.

Meanwhile, leaders of Portu- 
gal’ s two main trade union con- 
federations UGT and CGTP 
were to meet on Thursday 
evening to debate the possibility 
of holding a joint general strike, 
UGT secretary-general Joao 
Proen^a. 

CGTP secretary-general 
Manuel Carvalho da Silva has

The European Commission 
has unveiled two new measures 
to ensure that Europe can defend 
itself from attacks against its key 
information (IT) systems. 

A proposal for a Directive to 
deal with new cyber crimes , such 
as large-scale cyber attacks, is 
complemented by a proposal for 
a Regulation to strengthen and 
modernise the European Net- 


work and Information Security 
Agency (ENIS A). 

Under the proposed Direc- 
tive, the perpetrators of cyber 
attacks and the producers of re- 
lated and malicious software 
could be prosecuted, and would 
face heavier criminal sanctions . 

Member States would also be 
obliged to quickly respond to ur- 
gent requests for help in the case 


of cyber-attacks, rendering Euro- 
pean justice and police coopera- 
tion in this area more effective. 

Strengthening and modernising 
ENIS A would also help the EU, 
Member States and private 
stakeholders develop their capa- 
bilities and preparedness to pre- 
vent, detect and respond to 
cyber- security challenges. Both 
proposals will be forwarded to 


the European Parliament and the 
EU’ s Council of Ministers for 
adoption. 

Commissioner Cecilia 
Malmstrom, in charge of Home 
Affairs, said: “Crime is finding 
new ways. With the help of ma- 
licious software, it is possible to 
take control of a large number of 
computers and steal credit card 
numbers, find sensitive informa- 


tion or launch large-scale at- 
tacks.” 

She added: “It is time for us to 
step up our efforts against cyber 
crime, also often used by organ- 
ised crime. The proposals we are 
putting forward today are one 
important step, as we criminalise 
the creation and selling of mali- 
cious software and improve Eu- 
ropean police cooperation”.

Portuguese man's 
illegal extradition 
flap with Angola 
'resolved' 


Foreign Minister Luis Amado has said the issue of the 
illegal extradition of a Portuguese citizen from Sao 
Tome and Principe to Angola to face trial forfraud 
has been "resolved". 


“This is a matter that has been 
resolved”, the Portuguese min- 
ister said after talks with his new 
STP counterpart, Salvador dos 
Ramos, adding that Lisbon had 
been dealing quietly with the af- 
fair for “many months”. 

The Angolan interior minis- 
ter was sacked earlier this week 
for having sent a police “com- 
mando” unit to Sao Tome last 
December to seize fugitive ac- 
countant Jorge Oliveira and 
bring him back to Luanda to 
stand trial. 

Angola said the ‘ ‘illegal and ir- 
regular” operation had counted 
on the “complicity” of un- 
named STP officials, a position 
confirmed by the archipelago’ s 
justice minister. 


STP’s dos Ramos told re- 
porters after his meeting with 
Amado that the islands’ six- 
week-old government was han- 
dling its side of the affair “with 
the care it merits”. 

Oliveira was released several 
weeks ago from a Luanda] ail to 
await trial on fraud charges 
brought by prominent Angolan 
businessman Mello Xavier, a 
former ruling MPL A party law- 
maker. 

Details of the accusations 
have not been made public . 

Minister Amado said his 
talks with dos Ramos had cen- 
tred on reviewing the “princi- 
pal points of cooperation” be- 
tween Lisbon and its former 
Gulf of Guinea colony.

The Portuguese Red Cross is 
participating in a €2.9 million 
programme to build 600 
houses for victims of Haiti’s 
devastating earthquake last 
January, a spokesman said this 
week.

The Portuguese Red Cross, 
he added, was contributing 
€300,000 to the project, after 
earlier emergency donations 
totalling €500,000. 


The programme also involves 
Red Cross organisations from 
Switzerland and Belgium. 

Mr. Araujo said the houses - 
one-room prefabricated struc- 
tures built in Vietnam and 
erected on concrete foundations 


- were being built by the victims 
themselves, with the Red Cross 
providing materials and technical 
supervision. 

He said the 600-house pro- 
gramme is set for completion next 
September.

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Portugal ready to back whoever wins Brazil ballot 



Portugal is "ready to work" with the next 
Brazilian president whether the second 
round in Brazil's presidential election is won 
by Dilma Rousseff or Jose Serra, Portuguese 
Foreign Minister Luis Amado told reporters 
this week. 


“The Brazilian people have 
decided, and confirmedthe most 
recent polls that pointed to the 
need for a second ballet”, Minis- 
ter Amado said about the Sunday 
election, in which Rousseff won 
but failed to obtain an outright 
majority with46.7% ofthe votes, 
followed by Serra (32.7%) . 


Rousseff is strongly backed by 
current President Luis Inacio 
‘ Lula’ da Silva. Amado described 
Lula’s tenure as head of state of 
“friendly” Brazil as “absolutely 
extraordinary” and having pro- 
moted “values and principles” 
similar to Portugal’ s.

Europe approves €500m 
in food aid 


Food aid plans submitted by 
Member States for the 20 1 1 Aid 
for the Needy Scheme have 
been voted in the Single CMO 
Management Committee. 

Next year 20 Member States, 
including Portugal, will use the 
scheme- with the CzechRepub- 
lic participating for the first time. 

Originally designed to pro- 
vide surplus stocks of farm pro- 
duce (‘intervention stocks’) to 
needy people, the scheme was 
amended in the mid- 1 990s to 
make it possible to supplement 
intervention stocks with mar- 
ket purchases in certain circum- 
stances. However, this year 
existing intervention stocks 
(cereals, milk powder, limited 
quantities of butter) cover most 
of the needs for the 2011 plan. 


so only limited recourse to mar- 
ket purchases is necessary. The 
allocated budget of 500 million 
euros is the same as for the 2009 
and 20 10 plans. 

The scheme for 2011 is not 
related to the recent adapted 
proposal to adjust the scheme 
in future. The 2011 plan will 
now be adopted by the Com- 
mission in the near future. 

Dacian Ciolos, Commis- 
sioner for Agriculture and Ru- 
ral Development, said of the 
programme: “The Aid for the 
Needy Scheme is a further sign 
that the Common Agriculture 
Policy is not just for farmers, 
but for all EU citizens. Last 
year, an estimated 13 million 
people benefited from the vari- 
ous national programmes.” 



EU proposes boosting funding to fight AIDS, TB and Malaria 


Andris Piebalgs, the European 
Commissioner for Develop- 
ment, participating in the Third 
Voluntary Replenishment 
Pledging Conference ofthe Glo- 
bal Fund to fight AIDS, Tuber- 
culosis and Malaria inNew Y ork, 
has called for an increase in the 
Global Fund to fight these 


diseases. 

Two weeks after the UN 
High-level Plenary Meeting on 
Millennium Development Goals 
(MDGs,) the Global Fund is call- 
ing for a replenishment of its re- 
sources for the year 20 11-2013. 
If approved, the contribution of 
the EU to the Global Fund could 


increase at least by 10% for 201 1 
-2013, reaching €330 million. 

Ahead of the conference 
Andris Piebalgs, the European 
Commissioner for Development 
said: “Two weeks ago during the 
UN MDG Summit the world 
committed to turn Millennium 
Development ‘Goals’ into ‘Re- 


alities’. Now, we can turn our 
commitments into actions. Creat- 
ing more and inclusive growth in 
developing countries to reach the 
MDGs can simply not be achieved 
without a healthy population.

“No decision yet” on closing NATO’s 
Joint Command in Lisbon-MoD 

"No decision has been taken yet" on the closing of NATO's Joint Command 
Lisbon (JCL) in Oeiras, the Portuguese Defence Ministry said in a 
statement, contradicting newspaper reports according to which NATO is 
preparing to close down JCL. 


According to an ‘I’ newspaper 
article, quoting anonymous gov- 
ernment sources, the decisionhas 
been taken to close JCL, and a for- 
mal announcementwillbemade at 
theNovember 19/20NATO sum- 
mit in Lisbon. 

The Defence Ministry how- 
ever denies that “at the moment 
any decision has been made at 
NATO level about its new com- 
mand structure, and even more so 
regarding its geographic distribu- 
tion”. 

NATO is currently preparing a 
reform of its structure to cut oper- 
ating costs. 

JCL, headquartered in the Lis- 
bon suburb of Oeiras, has been 
active (under different names) 
since 1967. 

Speaking later this week. For- 
eign Minister Luis Amado said 
Portugal will block any proposed 
reform of the NATO command 
structure if it includes the closure 
of its JCL. 

“A consensus requires all 28 
members, and Portugal must be a 


part of it”. Minister Amado told 
reporters in Brussels, noting that 
aNATO restructuring can only be 
achieved if allNATO members are 
in agreement. 

“WithoutPortugal there can be 
no command reform; NATO sec- 
retary general [Anders Fogh 
Rasmussen] and themain allies are 
aware of the Portuguese stand on 
this issue.” 

Mr. Amado added that he can- 
not conceive of “any scenario” in 
whichNATO deactivates its JCL 
headquarters in Oeiras, near the 
Portuguese capital. 

“Portugal will naturally con- 
sent to any final solution as long 
as those interests that we hold as 
essential are not jeopardised”, the 
Foreign Minister added. 

Rasmussen has already pre- 
sented a draft of NATO’s new 
strategic conceptto member coun- 
tries. The proposal will be dis- 
cussed in the organisation’s 
upcoming Lisbon summit, inNo- 
vember 19 and 20. 

Minister Amado says he agree 


with the broad outline of 
Rasmussen’s proposals. 

“The concept, as the secretary 
general presented it, includes a 
series of concerns we have long 
upheld, [such as] the need of part- 
nerships”, Mr. Amado said.

Firefighters tend to 
hundreds of tree-falls 

Bad weather on Sunday (Oetober 3"^) eaused Lisbon’s 
firefighters to be ealled out to more than 130 ineidents, 
the majority of situations relating to fallen trees. 


In just under 24 hours the 
firefighters had been called out 
to intervene in 131 occur- 
rences all over the city, includ- 
ing flooding, more than forty 
free-falls, and damage caused 
to structures such as 
billboards. 

However, a source said no 


injuries caused by the bad 
weather had been reported and 
no evacuations were necessary. 

Nationwide the weather 
caused 1 ,400 incidents, includ- 
ing 317 cases of flooding, 888 
fallen trees, 174 cases of large 
outdoor stmctures being blown 
over and 15 landslides.

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Dutch farmers look to create ‘eco-greenhouse’ 

Two Dutch agricultural producers from Odemira have announced their plans to create an 'agricultural 
park' made up of ecological glass greenhouses that will cover 180 hectares of land and will function 
likea 'condominium'forvarious horticultural orfloricultural companies. 



The project, Hortas do Mira, 
was bom after Dutch company 
Atlantic Growers, which pro- 
duces peppers in eco-green- 
houses using high-tech equip- 
ment, settled in the region and 
discovered its agricultural po- 
tential. 

“Odemira has the ideal cli- 
mate to produce all year round”, 
co-creator Paul Dolleman told 
Lusa News Agency. 

The project proposes an area 
of ISOhectares should be used to 
build greenhouses for between 20 


and 30 companies; an investment 
of around €200 million that will 
take shape in five to eight years 
and could create up to 900 jobs. 

The idea is that is works as a 
‘condominium’, where invest- 
ment is shared, using technology 
that is currently being applied on 
the six hectares that belong At- 
lantic Growers. 

This ‘model’ greenhouse has 
an annual production of 300 
tons per hectare, which is four 
to five times superior to that of 
the traditional ‘plastic’ green- 


houses more commonly used in 
Portugal, according to Ferry 
Enthoven, the second partner in 
the project. 

Even with different produc- 
tion, “whether it is tomatoes, 
flowers or peppers” the inten- 
tion is that companies “work to- 
gether”. 

At present legal requirements 
are being studied to make the 
Hortas do Mira project a reality. 

It is hoped that companies 
will be able to start setting up in 
three to four months’ time. 


Ferragudo fishermen’s 
assoeiation launehed 


Months’ of work have finally 
paid off and, in orderto protect the 
fishermen and their trade in the 
almost ‘trademark’ fishing village 
of Ferragudo, the APF - 
Associapao de Pescadores de 
Ferragudo e Afms has recently 
been founded, holding its first 
AGM on September 4. 

The fishermen, their boats and 
equipment are an integral part of 
Ferragudo’ s landscape, a living, 
working museum and it is widely 
recognised that the village is one 
of the last of its type in the Al- 
garve, one thatpeople from all over 
the world visit and enjoy. 

With plans for changes in 
Ferragudo constantly under dis- 
cussion, its fishermen, their fami- 
lies and the residents realised that 
a communal voice in the form of 
an association would be a very 
good idea in order to ensure that 
generations of the future will be 
able to practice their profession 
close to home and that visitors will 
be able to enj oy the same scenery 
with fishermen ofthe future moor- 
ing their vessels and working 
along the picturesque harbour. 

The objectives of the associa- 
tion are clear: to defend the local 
interests relating to the fishing in- 
dustry in all kinds of aspects; tech- 
nical, economic, social, ecological 
and cultural. 


Although the fishing popula- 
tion is small, it is tight knit and 
many depend upon the industry 
to make a living, but, knowing that 
others not connected with the in- 
dustry also appreciate the impor- 
tance of fishing for the village, the 
associationis open to all who share 
its objectives. 

Well aware that many foreign 
residents and tourists are also in- 
terested in the well-being of 
Ferragudo and its community, a 
meeting has been arranged for 
Wednesday October 13 ^^ at the 
former Junta da Freguesia offices 
inRua l°deMaio,Ferragudo,not 
far from the Church. 

At the AGM it was unani- 
mously decided to reduce the 
membership fee for those who 


want to be involved, but do not 
practice fishing professionally: 
the one-off membership fee for 
extraordinary contributory mem- 
bers over 1 8 years of age, was re- 
duced to €12.50 and the annual 
membership fee to €12. These 
members have the right to a vote, 
although it must be noted that the 
vote of the ordinary members 
(professional fishermen) will al- 
ways count for 5 1% of the total, 
and extraordinary contributory 
members will also be eligible for 
positions on the association’s 
governing bodies.

Patience is a virtue 
when dealing with 
IMTT 

SIR, Attached is a translation 
to English of a letter I sent re- 
cently to IMTT (the authority 
for issuing driving licences). I 
wonder if other readers have ex- 
perienced the problem? 

‘Now that Eve reached the 
grand old age of 70, 1 have to re- 
new my driving licence every two 
years. Unfortunately, from my 
own experience, I have reason to 
doubt if IMTT are capable of re- 
newing any licence within that 
two years. 

I applied to have my licence 
renewed back in mid February. I 
thought it would be a straightfor- 
ward and routine process, having 
held a Portuguese licence for 
many years. The new licence was 
received some two months later, 
in mid April. Not too bad, I 
thought, until I checked the ad- 


dress on it, which was entirely 
fictitious. Complaining, I was 
told to make a new application. 
(Apparently IMTT do not cor- 
rect their own mistakes). By this 
time my temporary licence had 
expired, so I asked for a replace- 
ment . This was refused on the 
grounds that areplacement licence 
was deemed to be im mi nent. 

A month later, fortunately not 
having been stopped by the po- 
lice, no licence had arrived and I 
insisted on having anew, tempo- 
rary document. 

Another month passed, the 
temporary licence expired and 
there was still no news, so I 
launched an email campaign. It 
seemed apreferable alternative to 
the prospect of queuing and 
parking in Faro. To my surprise, 
it provoked a spell of lively cor- 
respondence. Initially there was 
the expected negative reaction, 
with denials that my application 
had ever been received. Then, the 
light at the end of the tunnel shone 
a little brighter, when my docu- 
ments were found languishing on 
a shelf in Lisbon. Sadly, the light 
soon turned to a flicker and ex- 
pired, to resume the long wait. 

At the end of September I had 
a long-standing appointment in 
London, which would have nor- 
mally required the use of a hire car. 
Without a driving licence I was 
condemned to use a not very con- 
venient public transport system. 

I cannot see any feasible rea- 
son why such a simple operation 
should be taking so long. It only 
required the expiry date of the li- 
cence to be changed! There is 
clearly something terribly wrong 
at IMTT. If the government is 
looking for opportunities to save 
money, they could do worse than 


to take a long, hard look at this 
organisation. I continue to wait 
and hope, that one day my li- 
cence will arrive (with the correct 
address).’ Bring backDGV!

However may I caution your 
readers that if they want a U.K.

ing through University/Hospi- 
tal/Registered training practice, 
but also has to undergo continu- 
ing education and training (CET) 
to ensure currency in the fast- 
moving medical world. This in- 
formation can be found at 
www.optical.org and then look- 
ing in ‘registers’ or by asking to 
see the practitioner’s currency 
certificate issued by the G.O.C. 

Einally may I strongly recom- 
mend that anyone over the age of 
50 has at least an annual ocular 
health screening (free in the U.K. 
for eligible over 60s) to prevent 
many of the (initially symptom 
free) problems that tend to occur 
earlier here largely because of the 
high ultra-violet radiation from 
the strong sun in the Algarve.

Improve services for the 
disabled 

SIR, My nephew has cerebral 
palsy. He is confined to a wheel- 
chair and is registered blind. My 
sister recently brought him and 
his younger brother to visit us in 
the Algarve. The highlight of 
their holiday was to be a trip to 
Zoomarine. My sister knows 
that disabled people are able to 
swim with the dolphins in Elorida 
was looking forward to being able 
to give her son that experience 
without the long flight over the 
Atlantic. 

We tried to arrange this for 
them in advance of their arrival. 
Eventually, we were able to speak 
to the manager who explained 
that the dolphins require special 
training to be able to interact with 
people who are unable to swim 
or stand in the water. He informed 
us that the park desired to do this 


but that the required investment 
had not been made, given the cur- 
rent economic conditions. 

We understand the pressure 
that the recession brings but con- 
tent that there would be a return 
on this investment from being 
able to be the only park in Europe 
to provide the opportunity for 
people with special needs to have 
an experience with dolphins first 
hand. There have been reports in 
the English speaking press that 
the Algarve is looking improve 
services for disabled people to 
attract more of this type of tour- 
ist and a private residential holi- 
day centre is being developed. 
Zoomarine should lead the way 
in providing an attraction that 
will draw people with disabilities 
themselves or those who want to 
give a life changing experience to 
friends or family with disabilities . 

We did visit Zoomarine and 
had a lovely day, which would 
have been made perfect by my 
nephew being able to interact 
with the dolphins. We hope that 
this will be possible when they 
return next year.

Refer- 
ring us to theirwebsite, where it 
states that all persons wishing to 
participate in this activity need 
to “know how to swim”, they 
should also “Be in good physi- 
cal shape and not suffer from any 
serious physical or psychologi- 
cal limitations ( as this may limit 
the capacity to fully understand 
instructions and/or perform the 
aquatic activities)”. A spokes- 
women for Zoomarine further 
told The Portugal News “as 
Zoomarine does not have spe- 
cialists in medicine and/or in 
psychological evaluation, the 
rules have to be generic and not 
personalised. We do not aim to 
discriminate but rather to en- 
sure the safety of participants, 
staff and the dolphins. ” Ed.

Sharp-eyed fashionistas, al- 
ways ahead of the pack on 
trends, will have spotted 
Pringle and Dior embracing a 
knitted look on the catwalk, 
with pieces sueh as oversized 
woollies and long, winding 
searves. But a growing collee- 
tion of woolly homeware will 
make it easy for the trend to 
move seamlessly out of the 
wardrobe and into your rooms. 

“There’s a renewed passion 
for eraft, and knitting is one of 
the biggest stars,” says ceramic 
artist Annette Bugansky, 
who’s just one of the designers 
produeing innovative ‘wool- 
knit’ homeware.

Aubergines grow well with 
peas and thymes, cucumbers like 
legumes, dill, beet and carrots but 
dislike potatoes, while tomatoes 
combine well with basil, alliums 
and nasturtiums, but not with 
lettuce and radish. 

“Planting dwarf French beans 
and cabbages together works well 
against their pests, and mixing 
brassicas with clover reduces 
aphid attacks and maintains 
yields. Broad beans significantly 
help main crop potatoes, making 
this another productive combina- 
tion.” 

It’s equally important to know 
the plants which don’t do well 
together. 

“Beans and onions don’t get 
on. The crow-foot buttercup del- 
phinium family seem to have se- 
cretions that harm other plants. 
They are very hungry themselves 
and need to be grown in blocks so 
they don’t harm other things. 
Very few things like to be near 
wormwood or pittosporum, 
which seem to have exudations 
that are unpleasant to other 
plants.” 

Most glossy leaved evergreens 
have substances on their leaves 
to prevent weed germination, but 
we can use these as a barrier, he 
says. If you are sowing seeds, 
don’t put them near glossy ever- 
greens, but if you are growing 
plants they are a good barrier be- 
cause they give off scents which 
confuse pests, and secretions 
which suppress annual weeds 
which would otherwise be com- 
ing up. 

Spread your plants out and mix 
them up, so that a pest has fur- 
ther to go to find the next one, he 
advises. 

“To find out that you can get 
10 or 20% more by putting the 
right plants together would make 
ahuge difference. It’s an area we 
need to explore in the future,” he 
concludes. 


nous pea and bean family, whose 
members usually create a fertil- 
ity surplus. By interplanting leg- 
umes with other more demand- 
ing plants we satisfy the latter’s 
needs without continuing effort 
or expense.” 

“So sweet peas, lupins, 
brooms, laburnums and many 
others help feed other flowers 
around them, and peas and 
French beans feed your cabbages 
and sweetcom. Simultaneously, 
this mingling misleads and con- 
fuses pests and obstructs the 
spread of diseases.” 

However, not all plants get on. 
Some of the allium family are un- 
happy growing near some leg- 
umes - for example, onions don’t 
do well near beans. 

Soil types and locations are all- 
important, and you find that 
plants which have traditionally 
been grouped together tend to get 
along, he observes. 

“So you find that the Mediter- 
ranean bed of silver foliage plants 
is a natural grouping of plants 
which like dry, well-drained, 
sunny positions. The silvery 
colour is the hairs on the leaves 
which is their adaptation to pre- 
vent them losing moisture, and 
they don’t like damp.” 

V ery few plants are choked out 
by their own seedlings coming up 
beneath them, he explains, be- 
cause a lot of plants have learned 
to stop their seeds from germinat- 
ing if they are near the parent. 

Many plants will benefit other 
plants by hindering pests and 
diseases, he adds. 

“Roses, for instance, are very 
prone to blackspot and aphids. 
If you grow a dense bed of orna- 
mental alliums or garlic or chives 
underneath the roses, anecdotal 
evidence would suggest that you 
get much less fungal disease. A 
bed of lavender under the roses 
would keep the aphids away.” 


Good enough to eat - Leeks (Allium porrum) 


Gardeners who want to im- 
press their trendy friends may 
have already harvested their leeks 
when they were pencil thin in 
summer, but you can have a con- 
tinuous crop throughout autumn, 
winter and early spring if you 
plant some different varieties. 
They are brilliant in soups, casse- 
roles and added to vegetable 
dishes and pies, or as an alterna- 
tive to spring onions in oriental 
dishes and stir fries and are really 
easy to grow and low-mainte- 
nance. 

Sow seeds from mid March to 


April and thin them out when the 
seedlings appear, transplanting the 
strong ones as they reach 20cm 
(Sin) in height in June, spacing 
plants 15 cm (6in) apart and leav- 
ing 30cm ( 12in) betweenrows. 

The seedlings need to be 
planted 3-4in deep into firm soil 
with a dibber or cane and watered 
in well, but don’t firm the soil 
around the roots, which need 
space to grow. 

Good varieties include 
‘Apollo ’ , which is great for use in 
winter, and ‘King Richard’, which 
are best grown as baby leeks.

Bob 
Flowerdew, aregular panellist on 
BBC Radio 4 ’ s Gardeners ’ Ques- 
tion Time, has observed useful 
interactions between different 
plants, how some will flourish 
together while others will fail, and 
with this in mind he has now 
penned Companion Planting, an 
invaluable little guide to the best 
- and worst - plant partners. 

History reveals that compan- 
ionplanting goes back centuries, 
he explains. 

“Darwin said that in a village 
with more old ladies, there would 
be better crops of hay. This was 
because old ladies tended to keep 
cats. More cats mean less mice. 
Mice raid and live in bumblebee 
nests. Bumblebees are the main 
pollinator for clover, more bees, 
more clover. Farmers have long 
known that you get a bigger crop 
of hay where you have more clo- 
ver. It’s a chain of events, 
which is what ecolo- 
gy’ sail about.” 

“We commonly 
grow around 5,000 
cultivars in our gardens. 
It would be very unlikely 
that not one affected any 
other one, with a leaf secre- 
tion, root secretion, leaving 
a root channel behind for an- 
other to follow, leaving 
leaves of a higher percentage 
of phosphate or calcium.” 
“Over the years I’ve accu- 
mulated interesting snippets of 
what gardeners have observed, 
one plant getting on well with an- 
other. For example, I was grow- 
ing crops in a polytunnel and no- 
ticed that where radishes were 
being grown, the peppers did re- 
ally badly. One reason is compe- 
tition for scarce resources.” 
There are ways to put this 
type ofknowledge to your advan- 
tage, he says. 

“A good example is the legumi-

Check the chipping 



The following has been sent to 
me by a very concerned lady 
who feels everyone needs to be 
aware to make sure that when you 
rescue any pet to make sure you 
re register the microchip to your- 
self This is the story the lady sent 
me, in her words. 

This came to my attention 
about 10 days ago when my 
neighbours came home from a 
meal out to find a 3 month old 
Chihuahua type dog tied to their 
gate. She is really loveable and 
the lady wants to keep her and 
get her sterilized when she is abit 
older BUT as they already home 
1 2 rescue cats and kittens it is not 
possible. The next neighbours 
kindly took her in until the owner 
or a home could be found. She 
was taken to the Vet to check if 
she was chipped, she is but there 
is no record of the chip in the Al- 
garve. With lots of effort the vet 
record book was secured show- 
ing the dog had all the first vacci- 
nations and was micro chipped. 
It did not have the dog ’ s name nor 
owners details. The clinic also did 


not have any record of the dog 
northe chipping! I Days later ithas 
been suggested the dog came 
from a rescue kennel who prob- 
ably had her vaccinated and 
chipped but the previous person 
homing the dog neglected to have 
the chip number registered. This 
scenario explains the no name and 
no owner details as the new 
owner should record these details 
withtheirvet. On further investi- 
gation we found out that it could 
also be the local authorities are 
not diligent in entering the chip 
details into the system. 

I strongly suggest that as a pre- 
caution all owners check that their 
animals have been properly reg- 
istered. 

I further suggested my neigh- 
bours contact the local GNR to 
see if anyone has reported a sto- 
len/lost dog. and to get an official 
document to detail how they 
came into possession of the puppy 
for future reference should an 
owner materialize. This they did, 
so now they cannot ever be ac- 
cused of stealing the dog. 


With all this now 
finalized another 
neighbour’ s 2 young 
daughters have fallen 
totally in love and 
they will keep her. So 
a very happy ending 
plus the original 
neighbour still gets to 
visit the puppy and is 
arranging the final 
shots and steriliza- 
tion. 

Moral of the story being that 
when you rescue a pet make sure 
you check for a microchip, then 
register it to your own details . All 
Vets will do this for a very rea- 
sonable cost and it makes sense 
and saves possible heartache. 

Thankyou to my client for car- 
ing andbringing this to everyone ’ s 
attention. 

I have personally checked with 
my own Vets who assure me that 
the dogs are registered by them 
on having been given the micro- 
chip. Possibly the main problem 
is when kind people rehome dogs 
from the refuge, they just need to 


be registered as soon as you can. 
Keep up the good work all you 
wonderful people, these rescue 
dogs need your love. 

Incidentally, it must be noted 
that the chip is only registered in 
the country it is inserted. If you 
travel back and forth to the UK 
via France and Spain the sensi- 
ble action is to register it in each 
country. So far they have not 
come up with a Europewide reg- 
ister sadly. Some people travel 
all over the world with their dogs 
and it wouldbe impossible to reg- 
ister them everywhere which 
would however make sense.

Salsa, seven-year-old rum and sweltering heat, Cordelia O'Neill gets her 
boogieshoeson in Havana.

It’s a sweltering evening and 
through the darkness, musieians 
drum an intoxieating Salsa 
rhythm. 

Tall palm trees seemingly 
swing in time as I sip my glass of 
seven year-old rum and prepare 
for a night to remember. 

Suddenly the spotlight swings 
to the two stages, and a floek of 
girls - the so ealled Diosas de 
Came, Goddesses of the Flesh - 
deseend from trees in time to the 
musie. 

The musie pieks up, lights 
flash on glittering sequinned and 
feathered eostumes, and the 


world-famous Club Tropieana 
kieks off another long Havana 
night. 

Launehed in 1 939 at the Villa 
Mina, a sprawling six-aere estate 
on the outskirts of the eity, this 
floor show inspired eopyeat 
eabaret in Paris, Las Vegas and 
New Y ork, and has drawn eount- 
less tourists to Cuba’ s eapital for 
nights of deeadenee, drama and 
daiquiris. 

But the sequins and feathers 
hide a darker side of the elub. 


whose history is almost insepa- 
rable from the Cuba of the popu- 
lar imagination - gangsters, gam- 
bling and gunshots. 

The past is rarely far away on 
this Caribbean island whieh won 
independenee from Spain in 
1902. 

Apart from the near-eonstant 
presenee ofitsrevolutionary he- 
roes - F idel Castro and more pho- 
togenie Che Guevara - the is- 
land’s ehequered history is 
etehed into its heart.

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V ery little is new in Cuba - from 
Spanish eolonial style 
townhouses (some undergoing 
restoration, but more falling 
down stone by stone), to the elas- 
sie Ameriean ears - Chevrolets, 
Buieks and Cadillaes. 

One of the best plaees to view 
this irrepressible eapital is from 
the top of the 13 7m high memo- 
rial to the island’ s most honoured 
patriot, Jose Marti. 

A slow lift takes you to the top 
of the obelisk, topped with a 
statue of the poet, journalist and 
leader of the 1895 rebellion 
against Spanish rule. 

Having paid my respeets, I de- 
eide to worship the loeal eulture 
in a slightly less worthy way, and 
slip into my gold bikini, don a pair 
of oversized S ophia Loren-style 
sunglasses and make for the 
rooftop pool of my hotel - the 
neoelassieal Saratoga. 


With the sun beating down and 
a eoektail in my hand, I have a 
270-degree panorama of the eity 
taking in the Capitolio Naeional 
- a 1929 eopy of the Capitol 
building in Washington, the 
UNESCO WorldHeritage-listed 
Habana V iej a distriet by the har- 
bour, and the sprawling Centro 
Habana. 

Like many luxury hotels here, 
the Saratoga was built in the 
1930s and deeayed. It reopened 
in 2005 with reproduetion 1930s 
details - floor tiles, a sweeping 
eentral Atrium and the aforemen- 
tioned rooftop pool. 

Also worth seeing is the Hotel 
Naeional de Cuba - the flagship 
hotel and the hangout of Errol 
Flynn, Marlon Brando and nov- 
elist Ernest Hemingway in 
glitzier times. 

Soak up the Hemingway vibe 
in the writer’s old hangouts. La 


Floridita and la Bodeguita del 
Medio. 

“My daiquiri in El Floridita”, 
he wrote, “My mojito at La 
Bodeguita”, assessing the drinks 
in each establishment. In La 
Floridita, a bronze statue of 
Hemingway props up the bar. 

While western capitalism is 
firmly resisted, economic neces- 
sity and Raoul Castro ’ s modem- 
ising reforms ensure Cuba wel- 
comes tourists with open arms - 
particularly since the collapse of 
the USSR sank demand for its 
sugar crop. 

Former plantations are slowly 
being converted into expansive 
tourist resorts along a shimmer- 
ing coastline. But reminders of 
the tough regime under which 
Cubans live are plentiful. 

One is the dual currency sys- 
tem: tourists use a convertible 
peso (introduced in 2005 to 
eradicate the US dollar) worth 
nearly 25 times more than the 
non-convertible peso for native 
Cubans. 

Anybody in the tourist indus- 
try, with its tipping system, 
takes home much more than doc- 
tors or teachers. 

Castro, whose rule was de- 
scribed as “like having a very 
strict father” by one guide, is a 
looming presence. 

More human aspects of revo- 
lutionary life are visible in his 
birthplace outside the tiny vil- 
lage of Biran, about 750km east 
ofHavana. 

Seven Castro siblings grew up 
here in a comfortably-off fam- 
ily. Castro’s father Angel, an im- 
migrant from Spain, owned a 
farm and expanded with a gen- 
eral store, telegraph room, 
school, hotel and mini cockfight- 
ing stadium. 

In later life, the son’s zeal for 
stamping out private property 
ownership extended to his fami- 
ly’s own farm. 

Castro’s baseball shirt 
(number 9) hangs in his teenage 
bedroom and a bullet hole in the 
ceiling signals unconventional 
bedtime games. 

Havana’s Museum of Revo- 
lution, in the former Presidential 
Palace with a magnificent and 
largely undamaged mirrored ball- 
room, explains events of 1959 
with visceral artefacts: 
Kalashnikov rifles carried by 


Revolutionaries, bloodstained 
clothes and torture instruments 
allegedly used by US agents on 
Castro’s men. 

Outside is the yacht which 
brought Revolutionaries from 
Mexico to Cuba in 1 956, and the 
remains of a spy plane shot 
down in the Cold War . 

A total absence of billboards 
takes some getting used to. The 
only advertising allowed, by 
Government, tells citizens of 
their luck in living under progres- 
sive economic policies. 

Choose your souvenirs care- 
fully. My favourite was 
Perfumeria Habana 1 79 1 - a vin- 
tage-style perfumery where 
trainees mix a scent using notes 
including citrus, jasmine, rose, 
lavender and tobacco (I chose a 
sandalwood and rose mix) to fill 
bottles sealed by wax. 

If you want cigars, don’t buy 
a box on street corners, lest they 
are rolled up banana leaves, and 
keep receipts for customs offi- 
cials when you leave. 

But Havana is only a part of 
Cuba’s heritage. For a tradi- 
tional Caribbean break, we 
headed for Cayo Saetia, a tiny 
island off the coast of 
Guardalavaca. 

This nature reserve, once a 
private government game re- 


serve for party officials, is 
stocked with zebra, water buf- 
falo, boar, antelope, deer and 
ostrichs. 

Ancestors of these beasts 
roam the island’s plains and 
dense forests and I take a white- 
knuckle safari in an ex-military 
Jeep to see them, before having 
lunch overlooking the beach. 

This paradise island has pris- 
tine white sand beaches, calm 
blue seas, lush flora and fauna, 
and macaws calling from the 
treetops. 

It’s also a fine spot to explore 
the coral reef encircling Cuba’s

eastern Holguin province - the 
second biggest in the world. Un- 
der the crystal clear waters, it’s 
like being plunged into an 
aquarium, as brightly coloured 
fish dart around the reef 

In Cuba, a sea-change is com- 
ing, albeit slowly. Since Fidel 
Castro handed over to his 
brother in 2006, the island has 
opened itself to the West, and 
President Obama’s election 
could end the ban on visitors 
from the US. 

Enjoy this crazy, contradic- 
tory country before too many 
Americans arrive.

Winning the 
breast 


cancerbattle 


Breast cancer isthe most common cancer in the UK, and in the run-up to 
Breast Cancer Awareness Month (October), Lisa Salmon looks at how 
treatment and survival rates have improved, and the commonality of 
secondary cancers. 


If s every woman’s nightmare 
to feel a lump inher breast and faee 
the ehilling prospeet that it eould 
beeaneer. 

While nine out of 10 people 
referred to a speeialist with pos- 
sible signs don’t aetually have the 
disease, 46,000 people every year 
find out that they have. As the 
most eommon eaneer in women 
in the UK, nearly athird of allnew 
eaneers in females are breast ean- 
eer. 

But in the lead-up to Breast 
Caneer Awareness Month in 
Oetober, the good news is that 
huge advanees inknowledge and 
treatment mean that breast ean- 
eer survival rates have inereased 
dramatieally. 

The latest figures from Caneer 
Researeh UK show that 82% of 
people diagnosed with breast 
eaneer will be alive half a deeade 
later, eomparedto a 52% five-year 
survival rate between 1971 and 
1975. 

Sueh eneouraging survivalrates 
are refleeted in a substantial drop 
in breast eaneer deaths in the UK. 

A study by the International 


Ageney for Researeh on Caneer 
(lARC), published in the British 
Medieal Journal last month, whieh 
looked at breast eaneer mortality 
rates for women in 30 European 
eountries from 1989 to 2006, 
found that England and Wales, 
Northern Ireland and Seotlandhad 
the seeond, third, and fourth larg- 
est breast eaneer mortality de- 
ereases of 35%, 30% and 29%, 
eoming after leeland with a 45% 
drop. 

Although breast eaneer diag- 
noses have been inereasing in the 
UK, probably due to the NHS 
Breast Sereening Programme, 
whieh was introdueed gradually in 
the UK between 1978 and 1997, 
Carolyn Rogers, a elinieal nurse 
speeialist for Breast Caneer Care, 
says: “While the ineidenee is go- 
ing up, people are surviving for 
longer, whieh is the positive mes- 
sage we’d like to get aeross.” 

“There are lots of good treat- 
ments for breast eaneer, and our 
knowledge and understanding 
about it has inereased over the 
years. The majority of people sur- 
vive for a very long time.” 


Perhaps the most well-known 
reeent advanee in the fight against 
breast eaneer has been the intro- 
duetion of the drug Hereeptin, 
whieh ean improve survival rates 
in the 20% of breast eaneer pa- 
tients who are HER2 positive. 

These patients over-express 
the protein HER2, whieh stimu- 
lates the eaneer to grow, and 
Hereeptin interferes with this 
proeess. It’s known as a targeted 
therapy, and is just one of many 
different treatments for breast 
eaneer, given aeeordingto the type 
of eaneer, stage, grade, andanumber 
of other key eharaeteri sties. 

Rogers says: “Vast improve- 
ments have been made in the way 
breast eaneer is dealt with, rang- 
ing from surgieal teehniques and 
available drugs, to the way radio- 
therapy is given, and the duration 
of treatment.” 

‘ ‘The advanees have been made 
in our understanding and knowl- 
edge of the biology of breast ean- 
eer. Nowadays if s not a one-size- 
fits-all approaeh - we look at what 
treatment will suit individuals 
with partieular types of breast

cancer. It’s farmore tailored.” 

As well as targeted therapy, 
other treatments may inelude sur- 
gery (sueh as a lumpeetomy or a 
masteetomy), ehemotherapy, ra- 
diotherapy and hormone treat- 
ment with drugs like T amoxifen. 

Reeent advanees in these treat- 
ments have been underpinned by 
Caneer ResearehUK, the largest 
single funder of breast eaneer re- 
seareh in the eountry. 

These advanees have ineluded 
helping to diseover many of the 
genes involved in breast eaneer, 
whieh has led to seientists and 
doetors being able to pinpoint 
those at risk; understanding life- 
style faetors that ean inerease the 
riskof eaneer better; funding elini- 
eal trials of drugs like T amoxifen, 
and eontributing to the develop- 



ment of the UK’s Breast Sereen- 
ing Programme, thought to save 
more than 1 ,000 lives every year. 

The programme, whieh eur- 
rently offers mammograms to 
women aged 50-70 every three 
years, deteeted more than 1 6,000 
eases of breast eaneer in 2007-8. 
By 20 1 2 the sereening programme 
will be extended to inelude women 
between the ages of 47-73.

vances in cancer research, and 
we’ve been at the heart of this 
progress. 

“Our work is wide-ranging, 
from understanding the moleeular 
eauses and investigating new ways 
to prevent and diagnose breast 
eaneer, to developing better treat- 
ments for people with the dis- 
ease.” 

While the new figures are en- 
eouraging, there ’ s no similar data 
for the oeeurrenee of seeondary, 
or advaneed, breast eaneer, when 
the eaneer eells spread through the 
blood or lymphatie systems to 
other sites in the body. 

The most eommon sites for 
seeondary breast eaneer are the 
bones, liver, brain and lungs. 

Onee breast eaneer has spread, 
it’ s no longer eurable, but it is treat- 
able : ‘ ‘People ean live with seeond- 
ary disease, but it ean’t be eured,” 
warns Rogers. “However, people 
are living longer with seeondary 
breast eaneer than they were 30 
years ago.” 

To raise awareness of the inei- 
denee of seeondary breast eaneer, 
and eall for better data on its inei- 
dence. Breast Caneer Care is hold- 
ing a Seeondary Breast Caneer 
Awareness Day on Oetober 13. 

“Anybody who ’ s had an inva- 
sive breast eaneer diagnosed is at 
riskof seeondary breast eaneer, but 
you’re more likely to get it if you 
had a poorer outlook at the begin- 
ning,” explains Rogers, who 
points out that many breast ean- 
eer patients don’t develop see- 
ondaries. 

They ean develop many years 
after the first diagnosis of breast 
eaneer, even as long as 20 years 
later - although the longer the time 
sinee the first diagnosis, the more 
unlikely they are. 

Rogers adds: “Sometimes there 
ean be a gap in the eare when peo- 
ple get seeondary breast eaneer, 
and we want to draw attention to 
that.”

Attacking, cajoling and ranting 
in his usual caffeine-induced 
style, Gordon Ramsay is back on 
our screens demanding our atten- 
tion with his latest Channel 4 se- 
ries, Ramsay’s Best Restaurant. 

While on the hunt for Britain’s 
ultimate eatery, he stops at noth- 
ing to get the best results. And to 
make sure his viewers relish the 
experience as much as he clearly 
does, Ramsay has produced a 
recipe book containing the dishes 
he discovered as he barked orders 
to top chefs throughout the land. 

“I discovered that we have 
some ofthe best and most diverse 
restaurants on our doorstep, and 
this is a celebration of my jour- 
ney to find the UK’s Best 
eatery,” he explains of his new 
book, Ramsay’s Best Menus. 

“Many of the recipes are ad- 
aptations of those dishes served 
by local heroes.” 

Rather than sticking to the tra- 
ditional recipe and picture com- 
bination, Ramsay has developed 
a flick-book approach. Contain- 
ing 52 menus and 156 recipes 
covering starters, main courses 
and desserts, the cuisine is wide- 
ranging, from British to Middle 
Eastern - and divided by season. 

“The rationale behind doing a 
sliced cookbook was to show 
people that they can have a lot of 
fun mixing up menus. If you feel 
like having a Mexican starter, an 
Italian main course and a British 
pudding, just do it. Shake it up a 
bit, try something different.” 

As a diner, Ramsay says he’d 
like nothing more than a gentle 
mixture of Bruschetta with 
Cavolo Nero (black-leaf kale) 
and Parma ham, followed by 
Quail with Kohlrabi (cabbage) 
and Butternut Squash, and 
Chocolate Fondant to finish. 

But fans ofthe show will know 
that despite his European choice 
of menu, he’s already been par- 
ticularly impressed by some In- 
dian spices of late. 

“Meeting the family behind 
the food at Prashad restaurant in 
Bradford was an amazing expe- 
rience. They’ve worked unbe- 
lievably hard to turn it into one 
ofthe best local Indian restaurants 
in the country.” 

“The vegetarian Guj arati food 
they serve is incredible and shows 
how you can pack a dish with fla- 
vour without going anywhere 
near meat; I was extremely im- 


pressed by them.” 

After filming the TV series 
Gordon’ s Great Escapes, during 
which he visited India, the chef 
says he fell in love with spicy 
cuisine. 

“Not only are the colours so 
vibrant but the tastes pack such 
a punch. How the different re- 
gional cuisines have evolved so 
differently within the same coun- 
try, I just found fascinating.” 

He adds that his latest quest to 
findBritain’stop restaurant, cho- 
sen from nominations made by 
the public, has indulged his first 
love: the professional kitchen. 

“It’s right where the action is. 
I love working with incredibly 
dynamic people and seeing many 
of them develop into outstand- 
ing chefs is very exciting. Obvi- 
ously cooking exceptional food 
that people enj oy eating is the best 
thing about the job, but I do just 
love being in the kitchen.” 
Ramsay adds that restaura- 
teurs who don’t listen to their 
customers drive him nuts. 

“In my experience, far too

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You won’t let them walk on 
their own because of traffic and 
stranger danger - so you jump in 
the car and give them a lift. 

More parents than ever think 
this way and have abandoned the 
walk to school, regularly joining 
the often chaotic school run in- 
stead. 

Over the past two decades, the 
number of children who walk to 
school has dropped from 62% to 
48%, with an enormous 43% be- 
ing driven to school, according to 
figures from charity Living 
Streets. 

Fewer than half of primary 
school children now walk to 
school - despite the fact that the 
majority of such pupils live 
within a mile and a half of their 
school. 

International Walk to School 
Month in October aims to per- 
suade parents that the benefits of 
walking to school - including ex- 
ercise, quality time with the kids, 
improving their concentration in 
lessons and helping the environ- 
ment - far outweigh any short- 
term advantages of a ‘quick’ drive 
to school. 

Tony Armstrong - chief execu- 
tive of Living Streets, which runs 
the Walk to School campaign - 
says: “With many parents it’s a 
convenience issue, relating to the 
perceived distance and time.” 

“Everyone leads incredibly 
busy lives these days and morn- 
ings are hectic, so some parents 
think they haven’ t got the luxury 
of time to walk.” 

However, he points out that 
parents who do try the walk to 
school often admit they’d over- 
estimated the time it would take. 

Conversely, the drive to school 
often takes much longer than per- 
ceived, after loading up thecar with 
bags and kids is takeninto account 
as well as traffic and parking. 

“Walking to schoolis a brilliant 
way to get some physical activ- 
ity and some fresh air into your 
day,” Armstrong adds. 

“When children are bundled 
from front door to car door, they 
miss out on the opportunity to so- 
cialise with friends, get to know 
their community, and bum off

some energy before getting their 
heads down in the books.” 

A recent survey by Living 
Streets and Parentline Plus found 
that a combination of long work- 
ing hours, a fear of strangers and 
the risk of abduction, and danger- 
ous traffic conditions is what leads 
many families to drive to school. 

The two charities are calling on 
the Government and local authori- 
ties to implement measures includ- 
ing parking restrictions, good 
crossing points and 20mph speed 
limits for a wide area around 
schools, as well as family-friendly 
working practices to help give 
parents the confidence to choose 
to let their child walk to school. 

However, many parents ago- 
nise over what age it’ s safe to let 
children travel to school alone, 
particularly after stories in the 
media about the parents of young 
children allowed to go to school on 
their own being castigated by the 
authorities. 

In July, for example, it was 
claimed that Oliver and Gillian 
Schonrock were castigated by 
school authorities who said they 
could be reported to social serv- 
ices for letting their daughter, aged 
eight, and son, five, cycle the mile- 
long journey from their home in 


Dulwich, south London, to school 
unsupervised. 

The couple said they simply 
wanted their children to enj oy the 
same childhood freedoms they 
had experienced when young. 

Armstrong says Living Streets 
is often asked how old achild needs 
to be to walk to school unsuper- 
vised. 

“Our view is that we can’ t give 
an answer because it’ s down to 
individual circumstances,” he ex- 
plains. 

“Parents know their kids bet- 
ter than anyone, and know how 
safe or not the school trip is going 
to be.” 

“It may well be appropriate for 
a seven year old to walk a short 
distance on their own, and it may 
not be.” 

“It depends how mature the 
child is, how safe the streets are 
and how long the walk is.” 

He says that part of the prob- 
lem is parental peer pressure - 
some might be confident enough 
to let their child walk a short dis- 
tance to school alone, but fear 
other parents thinking they ’ re ir- 
responsible. 

“It’ s about culture change,” he 
says. 

“The risks haven’t changed in 


terms of stranger danger, and the 
number of collisions with motor 
traffic has been reducing over the 
last 20-30 years.” 

‘ ‘The big risk is that our kids are 
no longer getting enough exercise.” 

To herald Walk to School 
Month, a new online i-parent 
module (www.parentlineplus 
.org.uk/iparent) has been 
launched by Parentline Plus to 
support parents who want their 
kids to walk to school. 

Jeremy Todd, Parentline Plus 
chief executive, explains the new 
module will help families under- 
stand why walking is so impor- 
tant in developing a child’ s inde- 
pendence and how to improve 
their safety when they walk. He 
also says it will help parents over- 
come some of the obstacles to 
walking. 

“Years ago, most primary 
schoolchildren walked to school,” 
he points out. 

“Today, more children are go- 
ing by car and that’ s causing prob- 
lems - for the environment, for our 
children’s health, and for their 
development.” 

“Many parents fear letting 
their children walk to school at 
any age - yet the benefits of regu- 
lar walking are immense.”

terior, Bonnie harbors an insa- 
tiable appetite for everything 
other than food. I first became 
aware of her quirky personal- 
ity the summer I worked at 
Expo in Lisbon. I came home 
one Friday afternoon and the 
cleaning woman said, “ Mad- 
ame, you have a problem. “ I 
thought there was a leak in the 
kitchen or a shirt circuit with 
the electricity. But then she 
held up the rubber that encir- 
cles the top of pantyhose and 
said, “ Bonnie ate the rest.” I 
barely believed her until the 
next day when Bonnie began 
vomiting. That night I drove 
her to the animal hospital in 
Sintra. After taking an x-ray 
the vet told me that the stock- 
ings were wrapped around the 
intestines. A lengthy surgery 
was the only option. The amus- 
ing conclusion was that when 
the vet nurse returned Bonnie 
to me two days later, she also 
handed me the hose in a box. 
They were so intact, except for 
the rubber top, that I could 
have worn them! 

Next came Bonnie’s esca- 
pades the year I lived in Paris. 
First she ate my iPod cord 
which had to fished out of her 
stomach. Then came the box of 
thumb tacks which, luckily, 
she pooped out one by one giv- 
ing the sidewalks of Paris 
added color. Once I was back 
in earthy Portugal, Bonnie 
tookto eating dirt. She’d attack 
the plants when I wasn’t look- 
ing and only reveal her clandes- 
tine activities the next day by 
throwing up on my white car- 
pet, which soon turned to dull 
brown. 

After she turned 15, 1 felt 
certain her appetite for the 
unordinary would subside, but 
I was wrong.

“I’m sorry, 
Patricia, “ Cristina said, “We 
have to operate.” We all know 
that surgery at any age is risky, 
but at 1 6, the dangers were ever 
higher. At the same I was 
warned that my dog could die if 
they didn’t get “ it” out. So at 2 
pm on a sunny Saturday, I sat 
at home on edge while they 
operated on Bonnie. At 4.30 I 
got the call. “ It was an MP3 
cord wrapped around her lower 
bowel already scarred from so 
many previous interventions,” 
Cristina said. “ You can come 
in two hours. “ When I arrived 
Bonnie looked at me through 
anaesthetic eyes and managed 
to lick my hand. The vet handed 
me a plastic envelop with the 
cord, almost in tact and finally 
Bonnie, wrapped in a blue blan- 
ket, weak but alive. She’s still 
in recovery mode, but this I 
know: before she can walk well 
or eat on her own. I’m buying 
her a muzzle she will wear all 
day except when she’s eating 
her own proper food. I’m sure 
she won’t like it, but at 16 I 
doubt that she’s going to 
change.

Lee Westwood in the Algarve 
looking to dethrone Tiger 


D Defending Portugal Masters champion Lee 
Westwood will be in the Algarve next week 
where he will be aiming to become the 
world numberone in golf. 


The Englishman, prior to this 
weekend, was ranked second in 
the world with a rating of 8.55 
points, behind Tiger Woods who 
is on 8.86 points.

The 37-year old could how- 
ever travel to Portugal as the 
world number 1 should he win or 
finish in the runner-up position 
at this weekend’ s Dunhill Links 
Championship being held in 
Scotland. 

Should he fail in managing atop 
two finish in Scotland, a top 20 
finish in Britain followed by a 
similar result in Vilamoura will 
see Lee Westwood be crowned 
the new world number one in 
Portugal. 

The Portugal Masters holds 
fond memories for the popular 
Englishman. 

Last October, he ended a two- 
year drought on the professional 
tour by winning the third Portu- 
gal Masters after some brilliant 
strokes in the final round. 

Lee Westwood has admitted 


to love playing in the Algarve and 
last year praised the crowd, say- 
ing he felt like he was “playing in 
England”. 

With Lee Westwood’s rise to 
the summit of golf, it is expected 
that the record numbers of golf 
enthusiasts who attended last 
year’ s event will be surpassed in 
2010. 

In 2009, almost 38,000 tickets 
were sold for the four days, with 
more than 10,500 people paying 
to see the final round. 

In2008,atotalof28,461 spec- 
tators attended the event at the 
Oceanico Victoria Golf Course in 
Vilamoura, which in turn was up 
about 4,000 from the inaugural 
event staged in 2007. 

Meanwhile, Edoardo and 
Francesco Molinari, the first 
brothers to represent Europe in 
The Ryder Cup, have both con- 
firmed their participation in the 
€3 million Portugal Masters. 

Edoardo, 29, and Francesco, 
who is 28 this month, have cap- 
tured the imagination of the golf- 
ing world this year by gaining 
admittance into that most elusive 
of clubs - Ryder Cup Team 
Members - after a series of su- 
perb performances on The Euro- 
pean Tour. 

In fact, it was Francesco ’ s run- 
ner-up finish at Oceanico Victo- 
ria Golf Club last October, and 
the accompanying €333,330 
prize, which propelled him on his 
way to one of the automatic quali- 
fying places in Colin 
Montgomerie’ s victorious team. 

Francesco said: “1 am looking 
forward to getting back to Portu- 
gal. Last year was a really good 
weekforme andwas probably the

“ft was exciting going head to

Molinari, who has played in all 
three previous editions of the 


Portugal Masters, added: “It is a 
great time of the year to go to 
Portugal, because the weather is 
usually perfect and everything 
about the place is really good - 
the hotel, the food and the area are 
amazing and it is a very nice 
change from the Du nh ill Links 
the weekbefore, because we usu- 
ally spend the week there in jump- 
ers, jackets and woollenhats! The 
Portugal Masters is one of the 


best weeks on Tour.” 

Edoardo, one of 
Montgomerie’s wild cards for 
The Celtic Manor Resort show- 
down with the United States 
next week, endorsed his younger 
sibling’s views on the course 
and event, which he played in 
2008. 

“Unfortunately I missed the 
cut, but I am very much looking 
forward to returning to Oceanico 


Victoria Golf Club this time with 
hopefully - a much better chance 
of winning. I have improved quite 
a lot since I last played there.” 
He added: “I remember watch- 
ing the final round on TV back in 
Italy and hoping that Francesco 
could pull off a big win, but on the 
day Lee just happened to play 
some great golf to pip him.

The Portuguese national football team is 
playing one of its most important matches 
in recent memory as it takes on Denmark in 
a qualifying match forthe Euro 2012. 
Defeat will almostcertainly spell the end of 
Portugal's aspirations and mean that the 
national team will not be represented in a 
major international competition forthe 
first time since France '98. 


P laying in front of a 
partisan Oporto 
crowd will be exactly 
what new coach Paulo 
Bento will want for his 
players as he embarks on an 
odyssey that could give him a 
spot in Portuguese football 
folklore should he take the team 
from the brink of self destruction 
to the improbability of 
qualifying for Euro 2012. 

While victory against Den- 
mark on Friday evening does not 
represent certain passage to the 
tournament being j ointly hosted 
by the Ukraine and Poland, it will 
certainly rekindle faded hopes of 
glory. 

Portugal will then travel to Ice- 
land where they will be hoping 
that a positive result against Den- 
mark will be matched in 
Reykjavik. 

Portuguese star player 
Cristiano Ronaldo was his usual 
confident self this week, telling 
reporters that the national team 
is ready to reverse the recent poor 
result against Denmark. 

“We know that we lost at 
home against them [Denmark, in 
qualifying for the 2010 World 


Cup] . But this time round it will 
be a different story. The team is 
confident, I am confident. We are 
going to play well and win”, the 
Real Madrid star, who scored 
twice for his club over the week- 
end, told reporters on Wednes- 
day. 

Portugal has never in its his- 
tory managed to qualify for a 
major tournament after failing to 
win either of its opening two 
matches. 

This will also be the first match 
in which Paulo Bento takes 
charge as the national manager. 
He was a player at Sporting when 
Cristiano Ronaldo made his pro- 
fessional football debut at the 
Lisbon club. 

“I played with Paulo and I 
learnt a lot from him when he was 
player. I hope that he can do the 
same with the national team. I am 
certain he will give it his best and 
we are all confident that he will 
do a great job”, said Cristiano 
Ronaldo. 

Earlier in the week, Jose 
Mourinho wrote a patriotic let- 
ter to the Portuguese football 
team, calling on them to “defend 
Portugal and its self-esteem”. 



FC Porto drop first points 


FC Porto dropped their first 
points of the 20 1 0/20 1 1 season 
after they were held to 1-1 draw 
by Vitoria Guimaraes. Benfica, 
meanwhile, have continued their 
recovery by raking up another 
win, while Sporting are now 
tenth in the 16-team league af- 
ter yet another draw. 

Despite dropping two points 
at the weekend, FC Porto are 
still a comfortable seven points 
clear at the top, with Benfica 
their closest rivals. 


The defending champions, af- 
ter a torrid start to the season 
which saw them lose three of 
their opening five matches, have 
now seemingly regrouped. 

Benfica’ s start to the season is 
best put into perspective by re- 
alising that the team lost fewer 
games the whole of last season 
than it has so far this time round. 

Victory over Sporting Braga, 
last season’s runners-up, has 
placed Benfica in second, with the 
match-up against FC Porto on 


November 7 taking on the look of 
a potential league title decider six 
months before the season is over. 

Prior to that clash Benfica will 
travel to the Algarve to face 
Portimonense before hosting 
Papos F erreira in matches the Lis- 
bon club will need to win to main- 
tain pressure on the northerners. 

Should F C Porto maintain their 
seven point lead going into the 
match against Benfica, a victory 
for the Dragons will place them in 
a near unassailable position. 


Other title contenders. 
Sporting Braga and Sporting 
have both struggled. 

Braga have been leaking in 
goals in all competitions, while 
Sporting are finding it hard to 
emulate their European form on 
the domestic front. 

There are no league matches 
this weekend due to the na- 
tional team’s commitments, 
with non- international players 
enjoying a break until 
October 22.
